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Report of the 1956 Annual Town Meeting 
and Election 


Annual Meeting held February 14, 15, 16 and 17 
Annual Election held February 21 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
Election duly published and posted as directed, the voters met at the 
Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, February 14th, at 7:00 
o’clock p.m. to act upon the articles contained therein:—

Mrs. Ruth E. Nelson was sworn as stenographer for the duration of 
the meeting. 


7:11 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Mil- 
ford R. Lawrence. 


The Town Meeting Members were counted, 157 announced present 
and a quorum declared, the necessary number to constitute a quorum 
for this meeting being 112. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. Ralph H. Long, Pastor of the 
First Congregational Church, Falmouth. 


The following resolution offered by the Finance Committee and 
Planning Board was read by Robert C. Neal, Chairman of the Finance 
Committee. 


RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS the continued growth of the Town has resulted in cor- 
respondingly larger budgets and longer warrants for Town Meeting: and 

WHEREAS the conscientious investigation of the issued by the 
Boards, Committees, Town Meeting Members, and by all concerned re- 
quires more time than has been available in recent years 

BE IT RESOLVED 

That it is the sense of this Meeting that the By-Law regulating the 
notice of Town Meeting should be amended so as to require not less 
than thirty days notice by publishing and posting the entire warrant. 

Passed by unanimous vote. 


Article 1. (Re: Election of town officers by ballot—see subsequent 
report of Election—February 21) 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Standing Votes 
of the Town of Falmouth as printed in the Town Report of 1955 for the 
year 1956 or take any other action concerning same. 

Voted, to adopt the Standing Votes as printed in the Town Report 
for 1955 for the year 1956 with the exception of Sec. 5 of Article 7, said 
section to be changed to read:— 
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Sec. 5. On all town work for the performance of which competitive 
bids are received, the award of the contract shall be to the lowest re- 
sponsible and eligible bidder and the awarding authority shall reserve the 
right to reject any and all bids and to waive any anformality in a bid if 
it be in the public interest to do so; preference to be given to citizens 
when bids or bid conditions are nearly or substantially the same. 


Passed by unanimous vote. 


Under Article 73, passed Feb. 16th it was voted to amend Article 4, 
Water Commissioners, Sec. 1 by striking out the amount of $10,000. and 
inserting it its place thereof, $15,000. 


Passed by unanimous vote. 


Article 3. To choose all other necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing.

The following report was read to the Meeting by William W. Peters, 
Chairman of the Advisory Committee—Re: The appraisal on all Taxable 
Real Estate in Falmouth. 

Pursuant to the vote of the Annual Town Meeting of 1955, an Ad- 
visory Committee was selected to assist the Assessors in the Revaluation 
of the Town comprised of the following: 

Harold MacFadden of the Taxpayers Association 
Homer Smith of the Finance Committee 
- Robert J. Tilden of the Planning Board 
James M. Pafford and William W. Peters appointed 
at large by the Moderator 


Your committee held several meetings and after many conferences 
and due deliberations, selected as the most reasonable and best qualified, 
the New England Survey as their recommendation to the Assessors. 


The Assessors co-operating at all times with your committee agreed 
to, and did hire, The New England Survey. 

On January 12th, 1956, the New England Survey reported at a joint 
meeting of the Revaluation Committee, Town Engineer, Town Counsel, 
the Assessors that they would be unable to complete the project on 
February 28th according to the terms of the contract because of the in- 
completeness of the Town Maps. The New England Survey, however, 
offered to extend the contract for one year at no additional cost to the 
Town inclusive of all the new construction of 1956. It was unanimously 
voted to accept this offer as we feel in this way the Town will have a 
complete and thorough revaluation. The work has been temporarily sus- 
pended and will be continued when the maps have been delivered.

available funds in the Treasury (Excess and Deficiency Account) or raised 
and appropriated by taxation or by issuance of notes or bonds of the 
Town in legal form, such sum to be expended under the supervision of 
the Town Hall Building Needs Committee, or act or do anything else in 
the matter. 

On request of the Town Hall Building Committee, George A. Ferris, 
chairman. 


The desire of the Town Meeting Members was to request the Town 
Hall Building Commitee to seek sites of location other than on Main 
Street, not necessarily Town owned property, by a counted vote 111 voted 
in favor and 29 against this request. 


The article was then referred back to the Committee to report at 
the next Annual Town Meeting. 
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The time being 11:05 o’clock p.m. it was voted that the meeting ad- 
journ until the following evening, February 16th at 7:00 o’clock and in 
the same place. 


Thursday Evening, February 16, 1956 


The meeting was called to order at 7:14 o’clock p.m. The invocation 
was ofiered by Rev. John J. Van Strien, Pastor of the Waquoit Congrega- 
tional Church. A count of the Town Meeting Members showed 153 
present and a quorum was declared. 

Further action was considered on Article 36 and the following letter 
from William G. MacDougall was read and became a part of the record 
of the Town Meeting. 

Mr. Moderator: 

I am much concerned about our hasty action on our proposed Town 
Hall. I do not wish to take time to debate the subject. I would like the 
following comments to be made a part of the record of this, our Town 
Meeting. 

We appointed a committee who worked conscientiously and brought 
in a recommendation which, in my humble opinion, is good. I believe 
that we are ill advised to place our Town Hall away from our Town 
Center. It is true that other towns have placed their Town Halls outside 
their centers. This probably was of necessity due to lack of a suitable 
space, We have the space, convenient to our Center. 

I would suggest that the Town acquire additional land adjacent to 
the proposed site to provide additional parking space and provide a much 
needed modern comfort station, also possible location for the Park Com- 
mission to locate the skating slab. In any case it would be a great mis- 
take to sell any Town owned land in our Town Center, as suggested in 
last evening’s meeting. 

I suggest that This Meeting does not convey to our committee that 
we have abandoned the idea of having our Town Hall in the proposed 
loaction.

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Report of the Special Town Meeting 
Held on June 19 and 21, 1956 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting duly 
published and posted as directed, the voters met at the Memorial Audi- 
torium, Lawrence High School, Falmouth on Tuesday, July 19, 1956 at 
7:00 o’clock p.m. to act upon the articles contained therein.

Mrs. Ruth Nelson was sworn as stenographer for the duration of the 
meeting. 

At 7:10 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the Moderator, 
Milford R. Lawrence. The Town Meeting Members were counted, 115 
were announced present and a quorum declared, the necessary number 
to constitute a quorum for this meeting being 113. 

The invocation was offered by the Rev. Leslie F. Wallace, Rector of 
the St: Barnabas Episcopal Church, Falmouth. 


Article 1. To see if the town will vote to accept the layout as made 
by the Selectmen for the purposes of obtaining materials necessary for 
the construction, repair or improvement of public ways of certain land 
located in that part of Falmouth called Hatchville in that particular 
section known as Rocky Hollow, which land is shown as Parcel A on a 
“Plan of Land to be Acquired by the Town of Famouth for Gravel Pit 
Purposes, Scale 1” equals 100 Ft. - March 22, 1956, Charles A. White, 
C. E.” which land is described substantially as follows:—Northeasterly by 
land of Richard J. Breivogel, Jr.; Southeasterly, Southwesterly, Southerly 
and Southeasterly and Easterly by land and swamp now or formerly by 
Zenas Doty; Southerly by land of Ralph J. Waite, et ux; Westerly and 
Southwesterly by land of Charles L. Swift et al; and Northwesterly by

Breivogel, Jr.; Southeasterly, Southwesterly, Southerly and Southeasterly 
and Easterly by land and swamp now or formerly of Zenas Doty; South-

Any action on this article was referred to the next Annual Town 
Meeting, and action on Article 2 was indefinitely postponed. 


Mr. Alfred E. Waller, Chairman of the Town Manager Study Com- 
mittee on simplification of the Town Warrant offered to present to the 
meeting a report of the action taken on proposed shortening of the Town 
Meeting Warrant. However as all Town Meeting Members, the Select- 
men and Town Clerk had copies of this report and it had also been re- 
leased to the newspapers it was voted to accept the Committee’s report 
without further reading with the provision that the recommendations 
be turned over to the Board of Selectmen for applying the principles as 
much as possible in future Town Meetings.

To see if the Town will vote to abandon that portion of 
Dillingham Avenue taken by the Town (acting under Article 9 of the 
Special Town Meeting held on September 19, 1955) which was relocated 
by vote of the Town (Acting under Articles 25 and 63 of the Annual 
town Meeting held on February 15, 1956) and to authorize the Selectmen 
to execute and deliver such releases or other instruments as may be 
necessary to clear the titles of land affected by said abandonment, or take 
any other action in this matter. 


On petition of Board of Selectmen.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Board of Selectmen of the Town of Falmouth here- 
by submit their Annual Report. 

Three special town meetings, in addition to the lengthy 
annual meeting last February, attest to the rapid growth 
of the Town of Falmouth. During 1956, a total of 263 hear- 
ings were held before the Board of Selectmen, as well as in- 
numerable conferences and meetings with townspeople, 
committees, department heads, also County, State and 
Federal government officials and agencies. It is our pleasure 
to report the closest cooperation exists between our board, 
town departments and County, State and Federal agencies 
in all matters pertaining to the Town of Falmouth. Numer- 
ous suggestions have been offered by our Board to various 
departments of the Town. 

Through the cooperation of the Cape and Vineyard 
Electric Company, your Board has been able to achieve re- 
location of a number of utility poles we considered were 
dangerously close to paved highways and streets and in 
almost every instance had been the scenes of serious auto- 
mobile accidents. 

During the annual and three special town meetings in 
1956, your Board sponsored a total of 59 articles. Of these, 
48 were voted by the town, four were referred to the Febru- 
ary 1957 annual town meeting and seven were indefinitely 
postponed. Of this latter group nearly all were under agree- 
ment for this action with the finance board before they 
reached town meetings. 

The Board of Selectmen was instrumental in interesting 
the State Department of Public Works to include construc- 
tion of a proposed new cutoff road from a point near the 
Hood Milk plant in North Falmouth to the top of Wishing 
Moon Hill, south of West Falmouth. This new highway, when 
completed, would bypass present Route 28 primarily to eli- 
minate narrow, winding sections of the road primarily used 
by Island-bound or lower Cape bound motorists. 
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Our proposed establishment of speed zone signs in Sand- 
wich Road is now in the hands of the State Department of 
Public Works. Your Board has spent a great deal of time 
and correspondence in this project. New speed zones, how- 
ever, have been erected by the DPW in sections of Route 28 
in North and West Falmouth. 

During the year we have been in touch with the National 
Guard plans for the new Armory construction off Jones Road 
and your Board has been instrumental in stepped up enforce- 
ment of Falmouth’s building code regulations. 


Our road program continues to progress and during the 
year the following roads were laid out and approved by the 
Board of Selectmen and accepted by the Town:—

Major articles, sponsored by the selectmen and approved 
by the town this year in various meetings include the es- 
tablishment of a committee to study advisability of improv- 
ing and increasing existing businesses and to encourage 
additional businesses here. 


This committee has held frequent meetings and will 
have a report to the town in this Town Report. 


Another selectmen’s department article was passed, call- 
ing for a lump sum appropriation for installation of addi- 
tional street lights, rather than have lengthy street ligh:s 
measures in every annual warrant. 


Acquisition of land for parking purposes at Green Har- 
bor was voted by the town as well as $3,000.00 from the 
parking meter fund for purchase of new meters. Another 
article, asking $3,000.00 from the meter fund to harden the 
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new parking area on the westerly side of Legion Hall was 
voted, as well as $3,000.00 for clearing for parking purposes 
a portion of town property on Green Pond Harbor. 

Other important measures sponsored by the Board called 
for $5,000.00 for filling in a section of Shiverick’s Pond cove; 
installation of street lights on Dillingham Avenue near the 
high school; seeding, grading and installation of playground 
equipment at Maravista playground; installation of three 
poles and street lights at the town parking area west of the 
police station; construction of Robbins Road, improvements 
to the westerly side of Academy Lane and establishment of 
the town Plumbing Inspector’s position as a full time job. 


During the December 12 special meeting the town voted 
to establish the Wire Inspector’s position as full time, as 
well as to modify the town building code to the effect that 
no building fees will henceforth be charged contractors or 
builders for any new buildings in town that are for or used 
by the Federal, State, County or Town governments. 

The Board wishes to take this opportunity to express its 
appreciation to the townspeople, the department heads, the 
committee members and the employees of the Town of Fal- 
mouth for the splendid cooperation and spirit extended to 
our Board throughout the year. This is so necessary for the 
successful operation of a progressive community. 

We refer you to the State Audit report as to the financial 
condition of the town.

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Albert E. Landers, Health Agent, attended a three day 
conference in Amherst sponsored by the State Department 
of Public Health on sanitation. He also attended day con- 
ferences throughout the year held in the Southeastern district. 

Again this year, the County Sanitary Engineer and the 
local health officer kept close supervision over the sanitary 
conditions of the restaurants, stores, and school cafeterias. 
One day a week was spent on these inspections. 

All barns were inspected during the month of December 
and the animal census was taken. 

Most all physicians in town have availed themselves of 
the serums and vaccines which are kept in the Health Office 
under refrigeration, and are supplied without cost to the 
doctors. 

This year a new service has been added by Madden’s 
Drugstore, who also keep a supply of vaccines and serums 
under refrigeration for the doctors in case of emergencies 
which may occur through the hours the Health Office is 
closed. 

Premature babies, weighing under five pounds may re- 
ceive assistance, if parents are unable to take the responsi- 
bility of hospitalization. 

This department again wishes to express its appreciation 
to Dr. Julius G. Kelly, the Falmouth Nursing Association, and 
the Barnstable County Health Officers for their co-operation 
and assistance throughout the year.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


In making my report this year I am especially pleased 
to report that the large trees including the Village Green 
are in satisfactory condition throughout the entire town. 


Each year in an effort to insure the greatest amount 
of safety for the citizens of the town, broken and low hang- 
ing branches and dead trees were trimmed and removed 
after the trees attained their growth for the season. The 
tent caterpillar and fall web infestation is continuing to 
show improvement. All trees along the main and secondary 
roads were sprayed as soon as possible for the control of 
these unsightly insects. All of the young trees have been 
fertilized this year, the same as for the past few years. Many 
young trees were planted this year on Alma Road, Russell 
Road, Trotting Park Road, Sandwich Road, and Fresh Pond 
Road. New replacing was done at Robinson Road and Davis- 
ville Road. I am happy to report that the fall web, tent 
caterpillar, and brown tail moths were very few in number. 


During this year this department received many requests 
for work and advice and we are pleased to render any service 
possible within the limits of this department at any time 
to our town residents. 


I also want to thank the Police Department for their 
cooperation during my night spraying, for without the police 
assistance I would be unable to do this as it is getting to be 
a problem for night spraying as well as day spraying.

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Report of Insect Pest Control Superintendent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The year of 1956 was a very active one for this depart- 
ment’s program of Insect Pest Control. All legal public nui- 
sance pests, plants, and diseases were treated according to 
schedule. 

Five gypsy moth trap areas, totalling about one thousand 
acres were sprayed after capture in 1955 in a cooperative 
program with the Department of Natural Resources in 1956. 
The bureau of Insect Pest Control contributed $375.00 toward 
the total cost of this operation. 

This department, through cooperation with the Bureau 
of Insect Pest Control, also received approximately $400.00 
worth of insecticides for reimbursement. 

Special appropriations of $9,000.00 were spent for Japan- 
ese Beetle Control, which produced excellent results. Method 
used was a 12% D.D.T. Helicopter spraying and distribution 
of doom for milky spore disease. I am again recommending 
a continuance of this program for 1957. However, I further 
recommend two sprayings, instead of one and will need ap- 
proximately $20,000.00 to do this job satisfactorily. 

The gypsy moth trapping program was again taken care 
of in 1956. A total of 25 moths being captured in 13 traps 
throughout the town. 

The town record on Dutch Elm disease continues to be 
very good. This department maintains constant vigilance 
the year round on our elm trees. The number of confirmed 
cases of Dutch Elm Disease on the Cape has increased in 
1956. It is our belief that this increase will continue even 
more so in 1957.

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Report of the Waterways Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Fourteen meetings of the Waterways Committee were 
held during 1956. In addition, members made several trips 
to Boston and held special meetings with State and Federal 
Engineers. 


The high light of the year was the fulfillment of the Fed- 
eral Government’s decision to proceed with the dredging of 
Falmouth Inner Harbor in accordance with the surveys made 
in 1946. Town and State funds are available for this work and 
it is anticipated that the Harbor dredging will be completed 
before the spring of 1957. The State Division of Waterways 
is preparing the plans and specifications for construction of 
the new marina as voted by Town Meeting. This project has 
been made possible only by the cooperative efforts of the 
Town Counsel, Board of Selectmen, and the Town Engineer. 
Many difficult problems were efficiently handled by Mr. 
Sylvia, Mr. White and the Board of Selectmen, and all dead- 
line requirements were met. This new marina when com- 
pelted will make Falmouth Inner Harbor the finest anywhere. 

The improvements at the Tides Bulkhead have been com- 
pleted and the area has been turned over to the Park Depart- 
ment by Town Meeting. This new park has added a great 
deal to the attractiveness of the Town and will provide a very 
pleasant place for our summer visitors to enjoy the Harbor 
activities. 

The dredging of Eel River, Menauhant, completes the 
hurricane relief fund projects. The dredged material was 
pumped onto Menauhant Beach and has improved and en- 
larged this important beach area.

Waterways Committee 
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Report of the Tree Planting Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


It is with satisfaction that your committee submits this 
report on the accomplishments of the Tree Planting Com- 
mittee made during the year of 1956. 


For several years your committee has felt that the town 
should establish a nursery, where smaller trees that could be 
purchased inexpensively could be planted, fertilized and 
maintained so that later on, as street trees are needed each 
year, they would be on hand and suitable for use. 


With the cooperation of the Town Forest Committee, a 
one-half acre plot of land was set aside for the use of our 
committee. The land was cleared, plowed and harrowed, peat 
moss applied, and the land planted to a cover crop, which 
was grown through the summer and plowed under in the Fall. 
This Fall we have planted in the nursery over four hundred 
good-sized trees and flowering shrubs that can be planted out 
after two or three years growth. These trees are large enough 
now so that it will not take too long for them to be ready for 
use. 


This next year we will plant smaller trees in the nursery 
since these new trees will have a longer growing period before 
they are needed. In this way there will always be available, 
after a few years, trees and shrubs of suitable sizes. There is 
enough cleared and plowed land to take care of future needs. 


The cost of the work done at the nursery has been con- 
siderably higher this year than it ever will be again, but the 
saving to the town and the convenience of having good trees 
readily available is well worth the investment. 


We want to thank the Forest Committee and particularly 
Mr. Joseph Figuerido, the forester, for the wonderful co- 
operation and enthusiasm shown to us and without whose 
assistance it might have been impossible to accomplish the 
end results. 
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In addition to the work done at the nursery a number 
of street trees have been planted throughout the town. Sev- 
eral larger maples were planted to correspond with the es- 
tablished planting on Siders Pond Road. Fairview Avenue 
Extension which now is nearly fully developed was planted 
with maple trees. Maples were also planted on the corner 
lot of Belvidere and Lowery Roads. Two trees were planted 
at Vidal Acres aS replacements, and four trees were planted 
on one of the side streets. At Cranberry Village fifteen maples 
were planted. This section is very barren and the trees put 
in this year will not nearly complete the program we have 
for that section. It is planned that more of this same size 
tree will be planted there next year. 

There are several places in the town that your committee 
wishes to plant pin oaks,.but since it is preferable to plant 
this tree in the Spring, this work is scheduled for early in 
1957. 

Three cords of manure was purchased and a considerable 
amount of mulch procured to take care of established plant- 
ings that needed attention. 

As before, the policy of planting street trees only on home 
sites that have been graded is followed. 

Your committee again would like to remind property 
owners that they will appreciate any extra care that can be 
given to trees. It is discouraging to find trees badly gouged by 
lawn mowers or carelessness, and in some instances complete- 
ly broken off. 

Any suggestions that anyone has at any time will be 
welcomed by the committee.

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Report of the Dog Officer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


I hereby submit my annual report as Dog Officer for 
. the year 1956. 


During the past year I have picked up 188 stray dogs. 
I have disposed of 234 dogs plus 26 wild dogs. 

I have answered 824 calls. 

I have returned 80 dogs to their rightful owners. 

I have traveled 11,150 miles. 


As Dog Officer, I again for the third consecutive year 
wish to call to the attention of the inhabitants of the Town 
of Falmouth the seriousness of the wild, stray and abandoned 
dog situation. 


As an agent of the Board of Selectmen, I have received 
a good deal of their co-operation in this respect, particular 
reference being made to the order restaining all dogs from 
running at large. 


In a recent communication to the Board of Selectmen, 
the County Commissioners have made a claim to the fact 
that in 1956 the County of Barnstable has paid out approx- 
imately $1,400 in claims for livestock and fowl to the Town 
of Falmouth and the combined payments to all other towns 
slightly exceed $400 and have further stated that no further 
claims will be paid for unless investigated and approved by 
the County Dog Officer. I would much rather prefer to be- 
lieve that Falmouth can handle its own situation but an 
appropriation of $2,000 can hardly be determined as suffi- 
cient which includes salary, all expenses and the hiring of 
additional help when necessary. 

In view of the facts mentioned, an article appears in the 
warrant asking that the Dog Officer’s job be made full time. 
Many of our more humane citizens have voiced opposition 
against a so-called killer crusade to rid the town of its un- 
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desirable dog population. Here again I wish to call to your 
attention that if these desires are to be satisfied, the box 
trap method will have to be used and there is no question 
but what this entails additional expense, not only to trap 
but to feed animals impounded.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Planning Board submits the following report for the 
calendar year 1956: 

Twelve reguiar meetings, twelve special meetings and 
twenty public hearings were held during the year. Seventeen 
of the latter were in connection with consideration of sub- 
division plans under the Subdivision Control Law. Joint 
meetings have been held with other town committees. Rep- 
resentatives of the Planning Board have attended various 
hearings held by the Selectmen and the Board of Appeals, 
and have represented the Planning Board on a number of 
special committees. 

During the year one hundred twenty-eight plans were 
considered and passed by the Board under the provisions of 
the Subdivision Control Law. Of these, sixteen which re- 
quired a public hearing were approved and one was returned 
to the subdivider. 

‘During 1956, the Subdivision Control Regulations were 
revised. These new Regulations, together with other changes 
in various town By-Laws, Standing Votes, etc. adopted dur- 
ing 1956 have been compiled in a booklet entitled ‘1956 
SUPPLEMENT FOR THE STANDING VOTES, BY-LAWS 
AND REGULATIONS.” 

The task of eliminating duplicate or confusing street 
names within the town has been completed and these further 
street name changes are listed in a booklet entitled “STREET 
NAME CHANGES—A SUPPLEMENT TO HIGHWAY AND 
BY-WAYS OF FALMOUTH.” Copies of both booklets are 
available at the Building Commissioner’s Office. 

As in past years, the Planning Board has placed con- 
siderable emphasis on projects designed to relieve traffic 
congestion in and around Falmouth village. These develop- 
ments involve two phases of the traffic problem: the cre- 
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ation of new or the improvement of existing streets along 
which traffic may move easily, and the providing of more 
parking space, or or off the street with easier access. 


The Board recommends the immediate completion of 
the northerly extension of Shore Street and that part of 
Katharine Lee Bates Road between this Shore Street exten- 
sion and Hamblin Avenue. 


An article calling for the acquisition of land owned by 
Dr. Lewis C. Weeks and trustees of Marine Lodge situated 
westerly of Legion Hall and bordering Shiverick’s Pond has 
been inserted in the warrant for the 1957 annual Town 
Meeting by the Board of Selectmen. The board approves this 
action as it will aid in alleviating a serious parking situation 
in Falmouth Center. 


A proposal made earlier this year to provide off street 
parking in the area behind the business blocks south of 
Main Street has considerable merit, and the Board believes 
that efforts should be continued to develop this idea. At 
present, while the majority of businesses in the area are 
favorable to the plan, some of the land owners are not, and 
without the willingness of the owners to give or to sell at 
nominal value the necessary land, the plan would be pro- 
hibitively expensive in relation to the benefit to be derived. 


The Board continues to urge the laying out of an access 
from the Community Center parking lot to Walker Street. 

A short strip of road linking the north end of Hamblin 
Avenue with Minot Street has been laid out, and the Board 
recommends that this road be constructed as soon as 
possible. 

The northward extension of Worcester Park Avenue, now 
laid out, should be built during the coming year, as should 
the easterly extension of Dillingham Avenue, to provide a 
secondary traffic route between the village center and Route 
28 eastward. 

While the Board feels that the proposed Teaticket by- 
pass would be of benefit, and will soon become a necessity, 
because of local opposition, the Board will not immediately 
press further for this main traffic artery. 

The Board notes with satisfaction the completion of 
Robbins Road, providing a route between the area south of 
the village and Falmouth Heights without entering Main 
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Street. The Board urges the early completion of work at 
Davis Marine Park and the annexation of certain land ad- 
jacent to be added to the park. In order to ensure that 
adequate parking will be available for the patrons of future 
businesses along Robbins Road without using Davis Marine 
Park, the Board recommends adoption of its article to es- 
tablish a twenty-five foot building set back line along both 
sides of Robbins Road. 


The Board believes that with the completion of Robbins 
Road and the widening of Jones Road, enough traffic will 
be diverted from the Falmouth Heights corner on East Main 
Street to make unnecessary the changing of the present 
traffic island layout at this corner, therefore no further 
action on this corner is contemplated at present 


The Board has undertaken the beginning of a thorough 
review of the present Zoning in Falmouth, and has inserted 
several articles in the 1957 Warrant which it urges the town 
to adopt. Details of these proposals will not be treated here, 
as the subject is a lengthy one. Briefly the articles deal with 
the creation of a Historical District to preserve certain of 
the town’s old historic buildings, initially only in the Village 
Green, and the provision for increased minimum lot sizes 
in certain parts of Precinct One. In this latter connection, 
the Planning Board feels that it must attempt to preserve 
certain areas within the town from sprawling, block-type 
subdivisions, so as to preserve the desirability of some of 
the more valuable land for future seasonal or year-round 
residents who may want something more expansive and 
secluded than is usually provided in a typical speculative 
subdivision. 


It is the thinking of the Board that the future of Fal- 
mouth may very well involve the provision for more anc 
more people of some means who have their jobs or busi- 
nesses at some considerable distances from Falmouth, but 
who choose and are able to make their homes here. Whereas 
the majority of Falmouth year-round residents now either 
work in the near vicinity or are retired, the ever increasing 
rapidity of transportation and the increasing tendencies to- 
ward decentralization of businesses and a shorter work week 
will presumably enable more and more people to live further 
from their work. The Board feels that it should endeavor 
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to see that Falmouth is made as attractive as possible to 
possible future residents in this category. The Board feels 
that this rezoning must be done now, before it is too late 
and there is little left to salvage. In the coming year, it is 
the intention of the Board to review the Zoning in the bal- 
ance of the town and to make recommendations for changes 
at an early Town Meeting. In the past ten years, many sec- 
tions of the town have changed in character and use, and 
these areas should be realistically rezoned to conform to the 
principle use wherever possible. 

Last year, as recommended by the Planning Board, the 
town voted to participate in the Regional Planning program 
in Barnstable County. This participation was contingent 
upon certain conditions which have not yet been met by 
certain other Cape towns. The Board is still strongly in 
favor of this program, and intends to take an active part 
in it as soon as the necessary number of other towns vote 
also to participate in this Regional Planning. 


The Planning Board is interested in the proposal of the 
Town Hall Building Needs Committee to investigate the pos- 
sibility of taking over from the School Committee the Village 
and Hall Schools for use as a Town Hall and Recreation 
Building. This is a broad subject and will require some con- 
siderable study, but it would appear that the idea has much 
merit and the Board urges that a serious study be made, 
perhaps on the basis of a five year development plan. This 
might involve: the building of a new school facility or facil- 
ities to replace the existing buildings, now overcrowded; 
transfer of all town functions now in the Town Hall and 
Community Center building to the Village School building; 
razing of the old Town Hall and Community Center, possibly 
selling some or all of the land involved or using some of it 
for parking; transfer of town recreation and group meeting 
activities to the Hall School; and sale of the present Recre- 
ation Building and land. 

Such an undertaking may seem at first glance to be 
very ambitious and expensive, but in the long run it is not. 
The Town Hall is crowded, outdated and inefficient, town 
administrative functions are not now all under one roof, 
which makes for inefficiency. The operating costs and main- 
tainance on the Town Hall and Community Center are very 
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high, due to the obsolescent nature of the buildings and their 
fittings. There is constant pressure to fix-up, modernize or 
add on to these buildings, but such improvements to ageing 
structures are seldom economical. 


Additional school facilities will be required in the very 
near future. Federal and/or State assistance would be avail- 
able for such new school construction; it would not be avail- 
able for a new Town Hall. When and if the present Village 
and/or Hall schools were vacated by the School Committee 
for a new school in a new location, these buildings would 
then be available for other use. The present Recreation 
Building is over-age and the demand is fast outgrowing its 
facilities. Since demands for new or larger school, recre- 
ational or administrative facilities are going to be made, 
and before long must be met, is it not better to look at these 
problems as a whole, and tackle them as a unit, rather than 
doing them one by one as the future growth of the town and 
its functions forces action?

Falmouth Planning Board 
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Report of the Aviation Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Early in the year, the Aviation Committee was presented 
with the resignation of Edward S. Wixon, last year’s chair- 
man, Richard C. Bagg, last year’s secretary, and George H. 
Smith. 


Names offered in nomination for the vacancies and sub- 
sequently elected by unanimous vote were Delbert Philpott, 
William G. Mullen, and John H. Fish. 


The committee was most fortunate in securing these 
particular new members as they are all active pilots well 
acquainted with aviation problems. 


The municipal airport, as in years past, is owned by the 
Coonamessett Ranch Company who lease the field to Ex- 
ecutive Air Services, Inc., represented by Mr. George Pinto. 


The 1956 Annual Town Meeting appropriated the sum 
of $3,000.00 for use of the Aviation Committee which, to- 
gether with a balance of $23.79 from the preceding year, 
made available a total of $3,023.79. During the year the sum 
of $2,850.00 was paid to Executive Air Services, leaving a 
balance of $173.79. 


As air travel becomes more popular with businesses as 
well as private individuals, the importance of Coonamessett 
Airport to the Town of Falmouth increases accordingly. It 
is interesting to note that of the 85,909 Registered Civil Air- 
craft on June 30, 1956, 93.4 percent or 80,265 were owned by 
private individuals and corporations, while 2.0 percent or 
1683 were owned by scheduled airlines. Such is the potential 
of the airport for bringing tourist trade to Falmouth, and 
the committee feels that the value of the airport to the 
Town in transient trade now approaches that of its harbors. 
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During 1956 there was an increase in the use of the field 
by transient aircraft, student pilots, commercial and charter 
aircraft, and planes left for tie-down storage. Figures sup- 
plied to the committee by Executive Air Services are as 
follows: 


Total arrivals and departures 1429 
of which 143 were multi-engine aircraft 

Number of regularly based aircraft 16 

Total commercial flights 258 

Total passengers arriving or departing 3,092 


and there were 21 air ambulance cases arriving or departing. 


The facilities on the field still leave a great deal to be 
desired, the most obvious need being a new hangar to re- 
place the one destroyed in the 1954 hurricane. Regarding 
such a hangar, your committee held a special meeting with 
representatives of the various interested parties with some- 
what discouraging results. 


A new hangar will be the primary objective in 1957.

Falmouth Aviation Committee 
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Report of the Committee to Study 
Advisability of Relocating Gifford Street Dump 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 

The Committee to Study the Advisibility of Relocating 
the Gifford Street Dump makes the following report of 
progress for the year 1956: 

The February 1956 Town Meeting voted to acquire land 
for a sanitary land fill disposal area between Thomas B. 
Landers Road and Blacksmith Shop Road. The legal taking 
of the land was completed and Town Counsel advised the 
Committee that the Town could legally begin work on the 
property on July 17, 1956. Since that time the following work 
has been completed: 

A #7 Caterpillar Bulldozer and a #60 Scraper have been 
acquired. This equipment was used to extend the road from 
Thomas B. Landers Road in to the Disposal Area. A site for 
a garage to house the bulldozer and the front end loader 
was cleared, levelled, and the garage has been completed; 
also foundations installed for the small garage now at the 
Gifford Street Dump, which in the spring will be moved to 
this location. 

The Disposal Area has been cleared and is ready for 
use. Land adjacent to the Disposal Area has been cleared 
from which cover material, including gravel and sand, will 
be obtained. The new equipment has been well tested on 
this work and appears to be very satisfactory for the Dis- 
posal Area operation. 

All land clearing and road building work has been done 
by the bulldozer operator from the Gifford Street Dump, 
using the new equipment. 

The only work remaining to be done is black topping 
the road from Thomas B. Landers Road into the Disposal 
Area and the Highway Department has promised to have 
this completed by April 1, 1957. 
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This committee recommends that the Town begin use 
of the new Disposal Area on April 1, 1957, and at that time 
that the Gifford Street and North Falmouth dumps be closed, 
smoothed off and covered with not less than one foot of 
clean cover material.

Report of the Fluoridation Study Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Fluoridation Study Committee was appointed by the 
Board of Health as a result of Town Meeting action of Feb- 
ruary 17, 1956. The vote authorizing the Committee is as 
follows: 


That the Town does authorize the Board of Health to 
appoint a committee of seven persons, including at 
least one physician, to investigate the advantages and 
disadvantages of fluoridation and to report their find- 
ings with recommendations at the next Town Meeting. 


The Committee appointed by the Board of Health was: 


Dr. George DeMello Malcolm Macdonald 
Frederick Wormelle, Jr. Dr. Edwin P. Tripp, Jr. 
Francis Tobin Mrs. Annah Huntting 


Dr. Howard E. Millen 


Dr. George DeMello and Dr. Howard E. Millen resigned on 
March 8, 1956, and Dr. Andrew Szent-Gyorgyi and Dr. Bost- 
wick Ketchum were appointed to fill the vacancies on March 
13, 1956. Soon after the start of the Committee’s meetings, 
Mrs. Annah Huntting became ill and was unable to attend. 
She was kept informed of the progress of the study by notes 
of the meetings forwarded to her. Unfortunately, Mrs. Hunt- 
ting passed away before the work of the Committee was com- 
pleted and so had no vote in this final report. Her passing was 
deeply regretted by all of the Committee members. 


The Committee organized on March 16, 1956, and elected 
F. W. Wormelle, Jr., Chairman and Francis Tobin, Secretary. 
The sum of $525.00 was made available to meet Committee 
expenses by the Finance Committee. 


It was agreed by the Committee that one of its important 
functions would be to make available to interested citizens all 
the information the Committee could obtain. Therefore, it 
was unanimously agreed that all meetings of the Committee 
would be open to the public. Another Committee objective 
was to meet with anyone interested in the subject of fluori- 
dation of the Town water supply regardless of whether they 
were for or against. Realizing that the fluoridation program 
will effect all residents of Falmouth, the Committee invited 
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the citizen’s assistance in making its recommendations. 
Throughout the series of meetings, interested townspeople 
were in attendance and their comments and suggestions were 
received by the Committee. 


A report on the condition of the teeth of Falmouth’s pre- 
school and school age children was requested from Dr. George 
DeMello. Through Dr. DeMello, the following report was fur- 
nished by Dr. William Wellock, the Director of Dental Health, 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health.

It was apparent in the Committee meetings that the 
difference between chlorine and fluorine is not always clear 
in people’s minds. In the elemental state, both are gasses. 
Both combine with many elements to form various salts. 
Sodium chloride, the best known of these salts, is the common 
table salt and the major salt in the sea. Chlorine gas, or 
chemicals which liberate free chlorine gas, is added to muni- 
cipal water supplies to purify the water by killing the bac- 
teria and other disease causing organisms. Its use is required 
by public health regulations. Fluorides, in contrast, are al- 
ways added as a Salt. The fluoride salts commonly used are 
sodium fluoride or sodium silico fluoride. The only purpose 
of adding fluorides to water supplies is to decrease the inci- 
dence of dental caries in children’s teeth during the forma- 
tive years. The evidence for and against the benefits to teeth, 
and other effects on the human body have been carefully 
considered by the Committee. The conclusions are given in 
another section of this report. 


The Committee was advised by the Water Commissioners 
that at the present time .25 ppm (parts per million) chlorine 
gas is added to the water supply for bacteria control. For 
corrosion control, 2.0 to 3.0 ppm calgon is also added. The 
cost of installing equipment to add sodium fluoride to adjust 
the fluoride content of the Town’s water would be about 
$1,500.00 and about $1,350.00 per year for the sodium fluoride. 
These figures are based on last year’s peak when 500,000,000 
gallons of water were pumped. The Committee also visited 
the Water Department pumping station and Mr. John Hughes, 
Superintendent, showed the members the present pumping 
facilities, water treatment equipment and answered the mem- 
ber’s questions. 


The Committee was presented with and acquired the fol- 
lowing data to aid in its study: 


1. A list of Towns and Cities artificially adding fluoride to 
their water supply. Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare, Division of Dental Public Health. 

2. Alist of the Town and Cities which have 0.7 ppm or more 
natural fluoride in their water. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, Division of Dental Public Health. 

3. A list of the Towns and Cities which have had fluoride 
but have discontinued it. Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare, Division of Dental Public Health. 

4, “Fluoridation” — Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health, November, 1955. 
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5. “Fluoridation As A Public Health Measure” — American 
Association for the Advancement of Science, 1954. 

6. “Fluoridation of Water’ — Hearings before the Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, House of Repre- 
sentatives Eighty-Third Congress Second Session on H. R. 
2341, May, 1954.

One point the Committee unanimously agreed upon when 
it started to prepare its report was that the meetings showed 
there is a definite difference of opinion among professional 
as well as lay people as to the ultimate benefits of fluorida- 
tion of the public water supply. The final determination 
should be made by the people most effected. Also, many 
Townspeople indicated throughout the meetings that they 
felt the voters should have an opportunity to decide the final 
action that should be taken. At the Town Meeting of October 
2, 1956, the following article was inserted in the warrant by 
this Committee: 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize and request 
the Board of Selectmen to include as a referendum 
question on the ballot of the 1957 election the follow- 
ing question: Do you approve of the Town of Fal- 
mouth adding fluorides to the Town water supply in 
accordance with public health standards? 
This action was unanimously adopted by the Town Meeting 
Members. 


To assist the voters with the referendum question on the 
1957 ballot, this summary of the Committee’s studies and the 
following conclusions determined by the Committee are pre- 
sented. 


The following conclusions have been reached by the Com- 
mittee in its study: 


FLUORIDES AND FALMOUTH WATER 


The Falmouth water supply contains less than .1 ppm 
fluoride from natural sources. Analysis by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health has shown fluoride concentrations 
ranging from .04 ppm to .08 ppm. A sample provided by this 
Committee and analyzed by Werby Laboratories showed .07 
ppm. Vote: Unanimous 

Introduction of fluorides to the public water supply can 
be accomplished routinely by various available procedures 
and can be regulated satisfactorily. Precautions must be 
taken to safeguard the men handling the material. Fears that 
a toxic concentration could be accidentally added appear to 
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be unfounded, though it would be physically possible to add 
intentionally enough to produce nauseating concentrations— 
(250 mg. fluoride in 10 glasses of water). The equipment re- 
quired to fluoridate the Town water supply would cost approxi- 
mately $1,500.00; the annual cost of fluoridation at current 
prices is $.10 to $.20 per person per year. Vote: Unanimous 


Other means of providing fluoride protection to the teeth 
of children have been proposed. These include topical appli- 
cation, lozenges, addition to milk or salt or other foods, pro- 
viding bottled fluoridated water or by a doctor’s prescription. 
Topical application is now available to all school children in 
Falmouth. None of these methods will reach as large a part 
of the population as addition of fluoride to the water supply. 
Vote: Unanimous 


If the water is fluoridated, there are no economical means 
for those not wanting fluoridated water to obtain an adequate 
supply of water to meet modern living requirements. Vote: 
Unanimous 


EFFECTS OF FLUORIDE ON TEETH 


The presence of fluoride in drinking water, in concentra- 
tions of 1 ppm or more, substantially decreases the incidence 
of dental caries among children. Vote: 5 yes—1no 


The addition of fluorides to the water supply will not im- 
prove the condition of the teeth of adults; however, the bene- 
fits obtained during childhood will last throughout life. Vote: 
5 yes—1 no 


Mottled enamel is caused by excess fiuoride intake. When 
the concentration is maintained at 1 ppm, mottling is gen- 
erally mild needing careful dental inspection to detect. Vote: 
Unanimous 


EFFECTS OF FLUORIDE ON HEALTH 


The fluoride ion in high concentrations is toxic and in- 
gestion of excessive amounts can cause nausea and death; 
however, it would be impossible to drink enough water con- 
taining 1 ppm fluoride to cause these effects. For example, to 
produce nausea requires about 250 mg. taken at one time, 
which would be contained in about 1,000 glasses of water. 
Eight times this amount could cause death. It would be nec- 
essary to drink 80 to 160 glasses of water daily for a period 
of 10 to 20 years to cause chronic fluoride poisoning. Vote: 
Unanimous 


Comparative studies of residents of all age groups and 
vital statistics of high fluoride and low fluoride communities 
have shown no significant differences in the health or mor- 
tality of the population. Vote: 3 yes—3 no 
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Fluoride is accumulative in the bones and teeth. Serious 
bony changes occur after ingestion of 20 to 80 mg. fluoride 
daily for a period of 10 to 20 years. In Bartlett, Texas, where 
the drinking water contains 8 ppm fiuoride, 13 of 114 life- 
long residents drinking this water showed some osteosclerosis 
(hardening of the bones). Studies are inadequate to estab- 
lish any effect of fluoride in the bones of young or old who 
have ingested water throughout life containing 1 ppm 
fluoride. Vote: 3 yes—2 no 


OPINIONS 


Fluoridation of public water supplies is endorsed by num- 
erous national professional organizations; including: Ameri- 
can Medical Association, American Dental Association, 
National Academy of Sciences, American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. It is recommended by the govern- 
mental agencies responsible for protection of public health, 
namely, State Department of Public Health and U.S. Public 
Health Service. Vote: Yes 3—no 2

Whereas, carefully controlled studies have demonstrated that 
fluoridation of water supply has been definitely beneficial in 
the reduction of dental caries in the younger age group and 


Whereas, the Council on Pharmacy and Chemistry has re- 
ported that fluoride is nontoxic in community water supplies 
up to one part per million and, 


Whereas, the addition of fluoride to community water supplies 
seems to have merit, therefore be it 

Resolved, that the House of Delegates of the American Medi- 
cal Asociation endorse the principle of fluoridation of com- 
munity water supplies. 


Resolution of House of Delegates American 
Dental Association, September, 1953 


Whereas, in 1950 the American Dental Association recom- 
mended the fluoridation of public water supplies as a safe 
and effective procedure for reducing the incidence of dental 
caries, and 


Whereas, this recommendation was based on an accumulation 
of many years of careful study and scientific research by 
competent individuals and groups, and 


Whereas, the Councils on Dental Health, Dental Research 
and Dental Therapeutics of the American Dental Associa- 
tion have continued to evaluate all available evidence re- 
lating to the fluoridation of communal water supplies, and 
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Whereas, all additional scientific findings have served to sub- 
stantiate further the effectiveness and safety of fluoridation 
under properly controlled conditions and 


Whereas, this evidence continues to demonstrate that fluori- 
dation will have no untoward effect on general health and 
will significantly improve health through the reduction of 
dental decay, therefore be it 


Resolved, that the American Dental Association reiterate its 
recommendation that all local communities be urged to adjust 
the fluoride content of their public water supplies to the level 
recommended by responsible state and local health authorities. 


Fluoridation of Public water supplies is opposed by num- 
erous organizations; including: National Committee Against 
Fluoridation, Citizens Committee Against Fluoridation, Cam- 
bridge Medical Center, Citizens Medical Reference Bureau, 
Inc., Consumers Research, Connecticut Pure Water Associa- 
tion. Vote: Unanimous 


Fluoridation of the water supply is considered by some 
to be mass medication; by others to be a supplement to the 
diet. The former group feel that medication is an individual 
matter and should not be imposed by law. 


Since the opinion of the Committee is divided concern- 
ing the advisability of the fluoridation of the public water 
supply of the Town of Falmouth, it is impossible to make a 
unanimous recommendation to the voters.

Other methods are not as effective or 
economical. If the majority want this advantage, it should 
be provided. 


Andrew G. Szent-Gyorgyi 
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I favor fluoridation of Falmouth’s water supply at 1 ppm 
because careful scientific data reveals dental caries is mark- 
edly reduced in the teeth of youngsters without harmful 
effects to the body at any age. Administration is easy, safe 
and economical. The program is another step forward for 
the betterment of public health. 


E. P. Tripp, Jr., M.D. 


Three members of the Committee recommend that the 
voters do not approve the addition of fluorides to the water 
supply of the Town of Falmouth: 


I believe fluoridation to be a mass medication program 
without parallel in the United States. It deprives citizens 
of their right to determine which medication, if any, they 
will voluntarily take. Dental caries are of individual or family 
concern only, and cannot properly be considered a public 
health matter. 


Francis Tobin 


Fluoridation does not offer complete protection against 
dental decay. All people do not depend upon medicine or 
medical advice for their good health. Until such time as a 
way is found to protect the right of choice of all residents of 
the community, I do not recommend adoption of the fluori- 
dation program. 


'F. W. Wormelle, Jr. 


The problem can be handled through personal hygiene 
and nutrition rather than through public health. The bene- 
fits may be as reported, however, more time will be needed 
to completely determine the safety factors involved. My 
basic objection is the confliction with the rights of the indi- 
vidual to choose for himself. 


Malcolm E. Macdonald 


The Committee is unanimous in realizing that this ques- 
tion of the fluoridation of the Town water supply is important 
to all concerned. The meetings held by this Committee have 
shown the subject to be very controversial and the feelings 
in the community on both sides of the question are so strong 
that the decision should be made by the voters.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Chief of the 
fire department. 

There has been several changes in personnel in the de- 
partment during 1956. Chief Milton MacWhinnie retired in 
March after serving the department since 1931. Deputy Chief 
Leighton F. Peck was appointed Acting Chief by the Board of 
Engineers and was appointed permanent Chief May 18, 1956. 
Captain Thomas D. Manchester was appointed Deputy Chief 
by the Board of Engineers May 18, 1956 to fill the vacancy 
created by Chief Peck’s promotion. 

John H. Howe and Gabriel D. Balona were promoted to 
Captains and assigned to Stations 3 and 4 respectively. 

Clifford Amaral was promoted to Lieutenant and as- 
signed to Headquarters as a Fire Prevention Inspector. 

Lt. Woodrow W. Williams and Fire Fighter Edward F. 
Graham resigned to take other employment. 

Three major fires this year, one being necessary to 
sound a second alarm at the Ranch House on Main Street 
in January. Due to the location and surrounding property 
and the progress of this fire when discovered, additional 
equipment was ordered in to assist in controlling this threat- 
ening fire. The Joseph Harrell fire on Fay Road, Woods Hole, 
did extensive damage to the inside of the house and the con- 
tents. The rapid spread of this fire was due to the building 
just having been completely renovated inside with three 
coats of paint and lacquered. The Walter Bennett fire on 
Minot Street was most serious, as four lives were involved 
and the family were fortunate to escape with burns and 
smoke inhalation. The family was assisted to neighbors 
homes for shelter and treatment by a doctor. 
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In March the blizzard which paralyzed the Town neces- 
sitated a conference between the Chief and the Selectmen; 
a state of emergency was declared and all off duty permanent 
men were ordered back to duty. The men remained on duty 
for three days and nights assisting stranded families who 
were without food and fuel. Crews were organized to assist 
the Water Department in locating and digging out hydrants 
that were buried. 


At Special Town Meeting in June, the voters changed 
the operation of the Fire Department and placed the Chief 
in charge; abolishing the Board of Fire Engineers by adopt- 
ing Chap. 48 General Laws Sections 42-43-44. 

I would like to personally thank all those who have 
served as Engineers in the Fire Department. 

Three men have just passed the entrance examination 
for Fire Fighter under Civil Service, they are: Richard De- 
Mello, Russell Robbins, and Peter Happenny. 


The survey of the Fire Alarm system has been gone into 
thoroughly from all angles and it is found it will be an ex- 
pensive change at this time and the town will be deprived 
of some of the services it now receives under the present 
system. Some minor changes have been made in the system 
and I will say at this time that our alarm system is in good 
working order. We have installed this year some 10 or 11 
tappers in permanent men’s homes so they are immediately 
notified of any fire in the town and the response from these 
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men off duty has been remarkable; especially during the day 
when the callmen are at their regular employment. 

Firemen’s Field Day for Barnstable County was held this 
year at the Hyannis Airport in which the aerial ladder was 
demonstrated to the public on its various uses. The Barn- 
stable County Firemen’s Training School has been started 
and about five acres of land have been leased for twenty-five 
years from the Town of Barnstable on Flint Rock Pond near 
the Hyannis Airport. Several work parties of callmen from 
all stations and off duty permanent men have assisted in 
clearing the ground for the erection of various buildings and 
facilities to be erected for the training of all firemen in 
Barnstable, Dukes and Nantucket Counties. 

A Civil Defense movement was held the Sunday follow- 
ing Labor Day moving two battalions of fire equipment at 
once from the entire Cape to points of assembly to a point 
of destination, the Hyannis Rotary on Rt. 28. This move- 
ment was witnessed by officials of the local and State Civil 
Defense. The movement of the entire operation was so well 
done it is to be used throughout the State of Massachusetts. 
This was the first time in the State it had ever been tried. 

Five permanent men volunteered to take frogmen’s 
training: Capt. Goudreau, Capt. Howe, Lt. Amaral, Robert 
Marshall and John Justason. These men have done an ex- 
cellent job. Each man furnished his own equipment. These 
men reached a maximum of 40 ft. in depth under expert 
guidance and instruction of Mr. David Owens and Mr. Robert 
Weeks of the Oceanographic Institute. Training is to con- 
tinue at the Otis Base Pool in the off season as these facil- 
ities are at our disposal. 

This year all permanent men were required to take the 
Standard First Aid Course and it was available to the call- 
men as well, which some did take. At this time almost every 
permanent man is qualified and an emergency first aid sta- 
tion has been established at Headquarters station. The ad- 
vanced course will be taken at a later date. The courses are 
given by Mr. John Tulis, Instructor for the American Red 
Cross. 

All companies were drilled this year with some com- 
panies requesting unpaid additional instruction which was 
given by Capt. DeMello, Drillmaster. All hose was tested this 
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year with only a few lengths not meeting the test. Capt. 
DeMello attended Drillmasters’ School in the State of Con- 
necticut which was held at Groton, Connecticut for one 
week. This school is one of the most modern and complete 
schools on the Eastern Seaboard. 


Repart of the Fire Prevention Bureau 


We have issued 345 Oil Permits and 249 Permits for 
Liquified Petroleum Gas and 184 Incinerator Permits.

The sum of $354.00 was turned over to the Town Treasurer. 


During the past year we have instituted a new system of 
notifying the installers of corrections to be made which has 
worked out quite well, however, the total number of inspec- 
tions made during 1956 was less than during 1955 which was 
partially caused by the turn over of personnel in the Fire 
Prevention Bureau. 


I would like to recommend that we have red tags printed 
to attach to storage tanks which have not been approved 
because of improper installation. Such warning tags would 
serve to notify both the fuel oil deliverer and the home 
owner that the installation is not in compliance with state 
and local regulations in addition to the notices which we 
now send to the installer. 


During the past year the Fire Prevention Bureau has 
exercised its authority and ordered the delivery of fuel oil 
stopped to certain installations which the installer would 
not bring in compliance with regulations. Although this 
may seem to be a hardship for the home owner, it is done 
for his safety and welfare. 


Schools were inspected monthly and drills held when- 
ever possible during the school year. 


I intend that next year will see improvements in our 
Bureau and increases in the number of inspections. 
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During the year business establishments and hotels and 
nursing homes were inspected and recommendations made 
to reduce the hazard of fire in these places. 

In conclusion I wish to thank the Selectmen for their 
co-operation and assistance given this department this year. 
I want to thank all department heads and personnel, Chief 
Cahoon, Otis Air Base, and the Women’s Auxiliary who have 
co-operated and assisted the department in any way in 1956. 
It is greatly appreciated by all.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I would like to submit my report as Forest Fire Warden 
for the year ending December 31, 1956. 


This past year it is noted that we did not have any 
large fires due mostly to the co-operation of the fire tower, 
county patrol plane, and being notified before a fire reached 
any large proportion. The bad dry fire days of spring were 
kept to a minimum by the damp weather. The following are 
the causes for forest fires during 1956: 


Children and matches 23 
Burning, no permit 15 
Unknown 12 
Permit fires out of control 8 
Sparks from incinerator 5 
Careless disposal of smoking material 5 
Needless 5 
Incendiary 3 
Sparks from locomotive 2 
Sparks from dump 2

Sparks from cutting torch 1

Total Acres of Brushland burned 14 
Total Acres of Grassland burned 11 


I am sorry to have to report the causes of fires by chil- 
dren and matches has doubled over last year. It is frighten- 
ing to think what can happen if a child’s clothes catch on 
fire. I beg of the parents to take the necessary steps to keep 
matches away from children before something happens and 
the child is burned or even loses its life due to carelessness 
on the part of the parents. 
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The County Patrol Plane was used for patrol on several 
occasions this year due to visability being very limited from 
the fire tower. I am of the opinion the Patrol Plane has 
been of tremendous value in spotting and controlling forest 
fires and will be of great value if any large fire or emergency 
should ever arise. I wish to thank all the pilots who have 
patrolled in this town. 


All fire breaks have been cleared with a large bulldozer 
to make them passable if it’s necessary to use them. I am 
asking for money in the warrant to widen, straighten and 
gravel Blacksmith Shop Road to be used as a fire break as 
I can see possible trouble when the new dump is put into 
operation and also the new road through West Falmouth. 
The improvement to this road could open up more land for 
development and bring more taxable property to the town. 


The new forest truck has been put into operation after 
being constructed by Master Mechanic William E. Burtis and 
the permanent men which has saved the town a considerable 
amount of money. 


In conclusion I wish to thank Mrs. Ida Sylvester, ob- 
server in the Falmouth Fire Tower, the Police Department 
and all those who have assisted us in any way for the ex- 
cellent co-operation this past year.

Following is a report of the Building Commissioner and 
Executive Director of the Building Department for the year 
ending December 31, 1956. 


A total of 486 permits for construction estimated to cost 
$1,968,670.00 were issued during the past year from this office. 
There were no blanket permits for housing developments as 
shown in the previous report. 


Building construction in Falmouth in accordance with 
applications filed in the office are as follows: 259 new dwel- 
lings at an estimated cost of $1,316.395.00, 13 commercial 
buildings at an estimated cost of $396,300.00, 36 private gara- 
ges estimated at $17,300.00, 3 public buildings estimated at 
$35,000.00, 29 accessory buildings estimated at $18,045.00, and 
152 alterations estimated to cost $185,630.00. The fees taken in 
and paid to the Town Treasurer was $8,237.00, segregated as 
follows: building permits — $3,054.00, wiring permit: — 
$2,815.00 and plumbing permits — $2,368.00.

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Report of the Town Engineer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Town Engineer submits herewith the report of the 
Engineer’s Department for the year 1956. 

Ten road layouts were prepared for the annual meeting 
and taking plans were made for the streets that were accepted. 


Surveys were made of the new gravel pit area and the 
disposal area, located on the Blacksmith Shop Road in the 
Rock Hollow section. These were large parcels in an undefined 
area and required many days of title searching and weeks of 
field work to properly survey these sites. 

Work on the revaluation maps was carried on continu- 
ously, day and night, until this important work was completed 
shortly after Memorial Day. The department feels that it 
was called upon to do two years work in one, and for such 
a small set-up, it was very difficult to accomplish this task 
along with regular work. 

Plans and specifications were prepared for the Megansett 
Beach, Menauhant Beach, Legion Hall and Green Harbor 
parking areas. These jobs were let out to contract and excel- 
lent work was done by the respective contractors. 

Drainage work on Jericho Path and Walker Street was 
advertised and let out to contract during 1955 and was started 
and completed during February and March. This work was 
laid carefully to line and grade, with many changes being 
made due to the location and unknown depth of water mains. 
Other drainage projects laid out were on Ocean Avenue at 
Acapesket and Katy Hatch’s Road. A survey was made of the 
drainage and run-off conditions at the Howard Johnson’s cor- 
ner, where a new and larger pipe will have to be installed 
under Main Street and extend to the Inner Harbor. 

Buildings line plans were prepared for a section of Route 
28 and the Heights Road and the east side of Elm Arch Way. 
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License plans were drawn for the filling of Shiverick’s Pond 
Cove behind the Eastman Block. Surveys and plans were 
made of the proposed parking area at Quissett Harbor; the 
Giberti beach trial case; the East Falmouth dump site; and 
the proposed Katharine Bates Road. Lines and grades were 
set on Robbins Road, Katy Hatch’s Road and the new Village 
Green fence. | 


A traffic survey was made on the Sandwich Road for the 
purpose of establishing speed zones. Trial runs were made 
and traps set to determine the speed of the motorists. The 
data obtained was plotted in group form and submitted to 
the State Department of Public Works. 


The department made the surveys for the proposed Fal- 
mouth Harbor bulkhead project. This work included the 
taking plan of the land and the site plan showing the eleva- 
tions, soundings, physical features and location of the 
bulkhead. 


The following roads were bounded out during the year: 
Quissett Harbor Road; Katy Hatch’s Road; Homer Avenue; 
Highland Avenue; Mares Pond Landing; Peterson Road; Gif- 
ford Street relocation; Menauhant Road relocation; Dilling- 
ham Avenue; Triumph Street; Brown Court; Elm Arch Way; 
Clearview Avenue; Field Street; Moreland Road and Worces- 
ter Park East.

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Report of the Civil Defense Council 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Falmouth Civil Defense Agency proudly presents a 
year of unparalleled progress. At the present time 333 citi- 
zens are enrolled as volunteer workers. Not only have a larger 

number than ever enrolled as 
members, but the morale of 
the whole organization is ex- 
cellent. 


During the year several new 
units, under splendid leader- 
ship, have been activated or 
reorganized on an _ efficient 
and functioning basis. Chief 
among these are the Medical 
section, the Policewomen’s 
Corps, the Ground Observer 
- Corps and expansion of the 
Welfare Section. 


All units have received ad- 
ditional training and instruc- 
tion, increasing their effic- 
iency and ability to function smoothly and effectively when an 
emergency develops. 


While the primary objective of Civil Defense is to secure 
a united and impregnatable defense against foreign aggres- 
sion, its activities are being utilized in many ways not even 
remotely connected wth war or the threat of subjugation by 
an enemy. For example, it is the reserve force available in 
case of a natural catastrophe. Whenever and wherever the 
normal facilities of a community or a section are incapable 
of stopping or reducing an unexpected and unforseen menace, 
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they have at their disposal a group of trained, disciplined and 
organized citizens ready to respond to any call. 


During the past year the Falmouth Auxiliary Police Corps 
was the most active in emergency work. These men responded 
to 17 calls and worked a total of 440 hours. In addition they 
devoted an indeterminate number of hours in classroom and 
first aid training. The Falmouth Civil Defense Auxiliary Police 
Corps is, in my judgment, one of the most efficient and best 
trained volunteer organizations in the entire sector if not 
the state. 


During the year the Ground Observer tower was com- 
pleted and commissioned. This important phase of Civil De- 
-fense activity is now well organized and functioning. 


Another important development during the year was the 
organization of a Women’s Auxiliary Police Corps. A training 
program has been instituted and satisfactory progress has 
already been made in developing this very essential emer- 
gency service. 


The outstanding development of 1956 was the securing 
from the State of complete equipment for a 200-bed hospital. 
Should need arise for its use it will be located in Lawrence 
High School by and with the approval of the school authorities. 


During the year Falmouth participated in a Civil Defense 
fire exercise in Hyannis in cooperation with all the towns in 
the sector. 


A joint exercise involving the Transportation Section, 
Registrar Division of the Welfare Section, the Mobile Canteen 
Section and Auxiliary Police was one of the most successful 
of the training activities of the year. 


I wish to commend Herve Houde, Assistant Civil Defense 
Director and Sergeant of the Civil Defense Auxiliary Police 
Unit, for organizational ability and the qualities of leader- 
ship and for the initiative he has displayed in perfecting the 
Falmouth Civil Defense Agency. Also, William T. Munson, 
Esq., Assistant Director and Legal Officer, for the time, ef- 
fort and leadership he has contributed. Also, Dr. Philip 
Wessling, who has displayed unusual ability in recruiting 
and organizing the Medical Section. Also, James Wynne, 
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Ground Observer Corps Director, for his enviable accom- 
plishment of making the Ground Observer Corps an effective 
and efficient arm of National Defense. 


The Falmouth Civil Defense Agency is today the town’s 
largest department. It is an organization on which you, to 
whom it is responsible, and the citizens can rely.

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Report of the Ambulance Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Ambu- 
lance Committee for the year ending December 31, 1956. 

Several meetings of the Ambulance Committee were 
held this year to revise the rules for the use of the ambu- 
lance. All town doctors were invited to attend one of these 
meetings before the final rules were drawn up and a large 
majority of the doctors were able to attend. 

Again this year we have had many occasions when both 
ambulances had to be used at the same time; thus putting 
the fire department very shorthanded in headquarters. Only 
emergency cases are handled when one of the ambulances 
are out and the records show the reserve ambulance was used 
thirty-six times this past year. 

At this time both ambulances are in good running order 
and the necessary repair work has been done for proper 
maintenance and operation. 

During the height of the blizzard of last March two 
emergency trips were taken at about the same time. Two 
men were assigned to each ambulance during the blizzard 
as only Cape Cod Hospital in Hyannis could be reached from 
Falmouth. The assistance the Town Highway Department, 
State Highway Department, and the Town of Barnstable 
Highway Department gave our ambulances to get them 
through was far beyond their regular call of duty, and I 
wish to congratulate them for a job well done. 


The records show 295 trips by the new ambulance and 
36 by the reserve ambulance; total travelled by both, 18,302 
miles. There were 279 residents and 52 non-resident patients 
transported during the year. Of this number, there were 22 
for the Police Department, 16 for the Public Welfare, 8 for 
Old Age Assistance, 4 for Veterans’ Administration, 1 for 
Mother’s Aid, and 1 for Soldiers’ Relief.

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Report of Economic Development Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth 


A survey by the Economic Development Committee of 
the problems connected with the economic development of 
the Falmouth area, and the possibilities of interesting new 
small business ventures in settling in this area, has con- 
vinced the committee that the tremendous scope of such a 
program is, of necessity, the subject of a long range program 
of study. 


The committee is convinced that the Falmouth area has 
definite potentialities for serving new businesses and that 
such natural resources available in this area, together with 
additional physical facilities which would be provided by 
private sources, would be of great attraction to potential 
business. 


The committee has found that, in order to create a de- 
mand for business interest in a community, a very great 
amount of preliminary investigations and accumulations of 
pertinent information must be made. Such studies would 
include facts regarding the availability of industrially zoned 
areas, railroad facilities, over-the-road transportation facil- 
ities, harbor facilities, availability of proper utilities, schools, 
churches, housing, the business tax situation, a sufficiently 
strong labor market, proper living conditions etc. Based on 
the effects accomplished by other development committees 
in similar situations, this committee has found that such 
information has only been obtained through the establish- 
ment of well financed and well staffed committees, on a long 
term basis. 


Meetings held during the course of the past year with 
such well informed individuals as Mr. David J. Buell of the 
Small Business Administration, Mr. John R. Peterson and 
Mr. Norman C. Cook of the Cape Cod Chamber of Commerce 
plus communications with other similar committees have 
convinced this committee that proper present and future 
planning for the business development and growth of this 
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community can only be accomplished by the coordination of 
efforts of the groups in Falmouth having representation on 
the Economic Development Committee and the continued 
investigations by the committee of the components men- 
tioned previously. 


The committee has also communicated with and obtain- 
ed information from the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, Cape Cod Chamber of Commerce, New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad, Department of Commerce, 
Massachusetts Division of Employment Security, United 
States Department of Commerce and the Small Business 
Administration. 


It is the feeling of the committee that greater advan- 
tage, for a smaller economic investment by the community,. 
can be obtained through affiliation and backing of such 
larger groups as the proposed Regional Planning Association 
of Cape Cod and the Southeastern Massachusetts Economic 
Council. This committee is, at present, working closely with 
the Southeastern Massachusetts Economic Council. 


The intentions of the Economic Development Committee 
are to explore further, during the coming year, the possibil- 
ities of promoting new business for Falmouth and to con- 
tinue to promote the economic interests of the community.

In comparison with last year’s record, the over-all pic- 
ture shows a decrease in arrests and accidents. This can be 
contributed to the constant policing and an unusual quiet 
summer. The arrests decreased from 614 to 515 and the 
accidents from 159 to 147. 
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Cruiser mileage shows an increase from 178,435 to 
185,064. This was due to the constant Safety Patrol and the 
increase in complaints from 3,150 to 3,386. 


In trading cruisers this past year, instead of four 
cruisers, the Department purchased three cruisers and a 
ranch type wagon which served as the Safety Patrol and an 
ambulance. The ambulance was fully outfitted with a res- 
pirator and a stretcher. Fortunately the respirator was not 
used, however, the ambulance proved very useful in bringing 
accident patients to Doctors and the Medical Center thus 
leaving the regular ambulances available for other calls.

The Department also purchased a 14-ft. aluminum boat 
complete with a 7% h.p. Evinrude outboard motor and a 
Pacemaker trailer, fully equipped, to be used for rescue work. 
The trailer is so equipped that it can be instanly attached 
to any of the cruisers. If necessary, one man can handle 
both the boat and trailer. Again, fortunately, this equip- 
ment was not called upon. 


Fatalities this year were two, involved in one motor 
vehicle accident, against four last year. 


The coming of Spring found an epidemic of window 
breaking. In practically all cases the children responsible 
were apprehended and made restitution. 
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To fill two vacancies, Kenneth C. Smith and Harold B. 
Marks successfully passed a Civil Service examination and 
were appointed to the force on April 15. 


No arrests were made and no accidents reported on the 
long weekends over the Fourth of July and Labor Day. 
Neither was our record marred by any accidents on S-D Day 
(Safe Driving Day). 


During the Winter, eight members of the Department 
attended the Barnstable County Police School at Barnstable. 
All members attended an advance Red Cross Training Course 
held at the Recreation Building. 


The position of Principal Clerk in the Department was 
filled by James E. Kelly who successfully passed the required 
Civil Service examination in September. 


A pistol team was formed in October under the direction 
of Mr. Gilbert Weed. Officer John Ferreira was appointed 
Captain. Eventually the team will compete with other Cape 
Police Departments and Clubs. 


In November, Officer John Ferreira attended a two 
week Civil Defense Rescue School course at Topsfield, Mass. 
The purpose of the course was to create a twenty-six man 
rescue team in the Town for emergencies. 


A Police Athletic League was formed to create a better 
understanding between the Police and the youngsters. It is 
the hope of this Department that it will help curb juvenile 
delinquency. 


All personnel aspiring to make P.A.L. a success will serve 
on a voluntary basis. Every man now on the advisory board 
is an instructor in the various P.A.L. training. Opportunities 
include basketball, boxing, weight lifting and driver edu- 
cation. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the voters of 
the Town of Falmouth for their support of my article at the 
last annual Town Meeting in which I requested an additional 
ambulance type cruiser and a life saving boat and trailer.

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Report of Town Hall Building Needs Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


At the 1956 Annual Town Meeting the article sponsored 
by this committee for a new Town Hall to be erected on the 
Community Center site was referred to the next Annual 
Town Meeting. 

The Community Center site was both criticized and 
praised. However, it also seemed that the Town was not 
ready to make a decision in the matter and this was dis- 
couraging, of course, to this committee. We strongly believe 
that a new Town Hall is urgently needed and we believe 
that most citizens concur in this belief. 

To the extent that the proposed site was, and probably 
still is, controversial and that the estimated cost as of a 
year ago was $450,000, we are not too optimistic that last 
year’s proposal has any better chance of adoption now than 
it had a year ago. Accordingly, we now propose to recom- 
mend another approach to the problem which we feel offers 
many possibilities of achieving not only a new Town Hall 
but, also, of accomplishing many other worthwhile goals. 

Our recommendation at this time is to consider the pos- 
sible conversion of the Village School to a Town Hall. This 
is prompted in part by the Knowledge that the School De- 
partment is increasingly concerned regarding the continuing 
encroachment of roads in the vicinity of the schools in the 
center; also by the belief that it is probably only a matter 
of time until the School Department may be forced to move 
out of this area for this and other reasons. 


We are motivated also by other possibilities which are 
suggested; namely: (1) the improvement in appearance and 
possible economies that may be effected by the razing of 
the present Town Hall and Community Center buildings; 
(2) the relief from congestion which will be afforded by the 
proper development of Katharine Lee Bates road and park- 
ing areas that can be made available by a properly developed 
plan and (3) the conversion of the Henry W. Hall School 
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into a recreation building with more space and greater facil- 
ities than the present recreation building. The latter is a 
World War II temporary structure and it probably is not 
advisable to make costly additions. Rather, it may be prefer- 
able to abandon it and sell the property for business use. 

This may be considered to be a bold and drastic proposal 
but we feel that there is an opportunity here to do many 
things which may prove to be of great benefit to the Town 
over a long period of years in the future. It is recognized 
that many questions remain unanswered at this time and 
that answers must be provided before an intelligent decision 
can be made. This committee will present to the 1957 Annual 
Town Meeting as much detailed information as possible to 
permit the Town to decide whether or not it wishes to pursue 
the matter further. Obviously, a new school or schools must 
be provided to take care of the present school population 
involved in this recommendation. This will be costly but 
the Town will have to plan more schools within the next 
few years in any event. Financial assistance for this purpose 
can be obtained from the State and possibly from the Fed- 
eral Government whereas no such support can be secured 
for a new Town Hall. 

This committee has consulted with the School Commit- 
tee and the Planning Board regarding this problem and the 
three groups are agreed that the recommendation is promis- 
ing enough to warrant further study. Also, the Finance Com- 
mittee was consulted and was sufficiently impressed by the 
possibilities to vote a transfer of $1,000 from the Reserve 
Fund for the purpose of preparing preliminary studies for 
the next Annual Town Meeting. Time has not permitted col- 
laboration with the Board of Selectmen, Recreation Building 
Committee, Board of Trade and other groups except to a 
very limited degree. It is hoped that full cooperation will 
be maintained in the event that the Town agrees that it is 
advisable to move forward on this recommendation.

Gentlemen: 
I herewith submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1956. 


A total of 2,241 Family Permits and 67 Commercial Per- 
mits were examined by me. 


A total of 13,012 miles were patrolled by boat and car. 


Two thousand, nine hundred and eighty-seven bushels 
of Quahogs were taken from Falmouth Harbor and reseeded 
in Great Pond, West Falmouth Harbor, Little Harbor, Woods 
Hole, Megansett Harbor and Gansett Point.

Commercial Shellfishermen at work removing contaminated Quahogs 
from Falmouth Inner Harbor, for reseeding in other harbors of the Town. 
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One hundred and eighty-one bushels of Oysters have 
been planted in the West Falmouth sections of the Town. 
Good Oysters are at a premium and they are almost impos- 
sible to buy. I wish that all persons taking Oysters would re- 
turn all the shells to the water that have seed on them. 
Many people do not realize the quantity of seed that is taken 
with each bucket of Oysters. 


I have located very good sets of Soft Shell Clams in every 
section of the Town. We in Falmouth have been able to take 


clams for the past five years and commercial taking for the 
past three summers. 


The Scallop season was not what I had contemplated but 
due to the exceptionally high price I feel that the Commercial 
men had a better season than was realized. 


I know that next year has all indications of being a big 
Scallop season for both family and commercial permit holders. 


The appropriations for Shellfish Propagation this year 
were the largest in the history of the Town. 


I wish to take this oportunity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen and the citizens of the Town of Falmouth for their 
cooperation during the past year.

There have been many busy days at the West Falmouth 
Library during 1956. We have added 100 new readers to our 
long list of year-round and summer patrons.

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Report of the North Falmouth Library 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 

During the past year the North Falmouth Public Library 
was moved from the North Falmouth Congregational Church 
to the Old Fire Station, the Town of Falmouth having appro- 
priated three thousand dollars for the conversion of this 
building, which had been turned over to the Board of Trustees 
of the Falmouth Public Library by the Board of Fire Engi- 
neers. 

Prior to the move of the library to its new location, a 
group of citizens of North Falmouth formed the North Fal- 
mouth Library Association for the purpose of contributing 
such essentials as the town appropriations will not permit 
and to specifically provide reference and technical books 
which the Trustees are unable to provide. The Association 
conducted a membership drive in July, 1956. As a result, 166 
families and individuals enrolled. In addition, several organi- 
zations and individuals made donations of money, books and 
furnishings among which was a new Encyclopedia Brittanica. 
The library opened in its new location July 20th. 

At the annual meeting of the Association in July, the 
officers and directors founding the Association, with the ex- 
ception of Mrs. Alan Burtt who requested relief from her 
duties, plus Mrs. Melvin A. Howard, were elected to office 
for one year. At this time the Falmouth Board of Trustees 
delegated the Administration of the library to the Associ- 
ation. 

In September, Mrs. Walter J. Small, who had served as 
librarian for several years, resigned because of business com- 
mitments, and Mrs. Ida Small Sylvester was appointed as 
her successor. At the same time a cataloguing committee 
consisting of Mrs. David Fisher and Mrs. Kilmer Joyce, was 
appointed to index and catalogue the library. This work is 
proceeding very satisfactorily and should be completed by 
Spring, 1957. 
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During the summer months a great number of summer 
residents and visitors used the library, which was open five 
days a week. The winter schedule, which provides for three 
days weekly service to the community, is now in operation. 
The introduction of reference and technical books has at- 
tracted many students to the library and many use the books 
for their home work. There has also been a large increase in 
adult borrowers. 

We thank the many who have kindly given books, money 
and furnishings and those who have donated their services 
to make the library such a valuable adjunct to the village of 
North Falmouth.

At Old Silver beach a new concrete walk and shower 
platform was constructed, toilet rooms were improved and 
remodeled, the shower heads were relocated, new stairs were 
installed for the convenience of bathers, a much needed coat 
of paint was given to the bathhouse, a new concession booth 
was built for the convenience of patrons, and the parking area 
was leveled by bulldozing. At Surf Drive beach the parking 
lot was bulidozed to improve the area. At Menauhant beach 
a new split rail fence was erected around our improved and 


enlarged parking area. At the Heights beach new stairs were 
constructed and installed. 


The construction of the new bathhouse and concession 
at Old Silver beach has done much to improve the comfort 
of beach patrons and added to the general attractiveness. 
Improvements in the parking lot at Megansett beach, and a 
new curbing to protect the Chapaquoit parking area, are 
other worthwhile accomplishments. 


The beach personnel needed to operate the beaches this 
past season consisted of: seventeen life guards, three bath- 
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house attendants, four maintenance workers, head mainten- 
ance man, eight parking attendants, two clerks, one week- 
end police officer, and beach director. 


At present Falmouth has seven splendid beaches located 
in six separate areas in the township namely Surf Drive at 
Falmouth proper, Chapaquoit, Old Silver Beach (a public and 
resident-guest beach), Megansett, Menauhant and Falmouth 
Heights. To visit and supervise these beaches twice daily our 
beach director has to drive over 500 miles per week. All of 
our beaches are manned by life guards and at most of our 
beach areas we have parking lots staffed with parking at- 
tendants. 


Our beach director has reported the following beach pro- 
gram: The swimming classes began on July 2, and ran for 
eight weeks, with a new record enrollment of 460 members. 
Swimming Classes were conducted by approved Red Cross 
instructors. All swimming classes were large and the instruc- 
tors are to be complimented for the excellent job and results 
that was so apparent. Two highly competitive swimming meets 
were held with members from all town beaches taking part. 
The first meet was held on July 31, at Surf Drive, and 
the final championship meet was held at the Heights 
beach on August 31. Both swimming meets were won by an 
excellent team from Megansett Beach. 35 Senior Red Cross 
insignias and 45 Junior Red Cross insignias were awarded. 
Weekly life guard drills were conducted by Mr. John Tullis 
of the Hyannis Red Cross Chapter. These drills are very 
instructive and are a great asset in life guard techniques. 


We feel our beach program has been operating smoothly 
and efficiently and without incident, for which much credit 
can be attributed to our capable and conscientious director, 
James J. Kelly. This season we were fortunate to have as 
fine a beach personnel as we have ever had. Excellent jobs 
were done by the complete staff including parking and bath- 
house attendants, maintenance crew, life guards and police. 
Without their full cooperation we could not have experienced 
the successful beach program we have had. 


The following is a breakdown of Falmouth beach receipts, 
showing a substantial gain over 1955:

To continue our long range beach improvement program 
we have inserted articles to that end in the Annual Town 
Warrant. These articles are for the acquisition of additional 
beach areas at Chapaquoit and Old Silver Beach. These 
properties would be of great value to the town and two of 
them are presently available. We believe the cost will be 
moderate. We are again asking the town to harden the park- 
ing area at Surf Drive Beach bathhouse area. Another article 
requests funds for the construction of rip rapping and fill at 
Old Silver Beach to protect our new building. 


The beach committee wishes to express their appreciation 
for the fine cooperation it has received from the Selectmen, 
Highway Department, Police Department and other town 
officials and citizens who have aided us during the year.

full cooperation of the department. 

The Department of Public Works has ear-marked 
$1,500,000.00 of its bond issue for the construction hoping 
to advertise for bids by June, 1957. The entire project will 
take about eighteen months to complete.

Route 28 Study Committee 
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Report of the Town Forest Committee 


Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


A short time before the Annual Town Meeting the atten- 
tion of the Board of Selectmen was invited to a provision of 
the General Law which directed the way and manner of ap- 
pointing a Town Forest Committee. The statute expressly 
provides that a committee of only three shall be appointed 
by the Selectmen and unpaid. This was apparently over- 
looked when the Town first created such a committee. There- 
fore, in compliance, the Selectmen appointed Ralph J. Waite, 
Dr. Alfred C. Redfield and Ray D. Wells, Sr., one for one year, 
one for two years and one for three years. Thereafter one 
person shall be appointed annually for three years. 


On 19 February the Committee met and organized, Ralph 
J. Waite as Chairman, Dr. Redfield as representative on the 
Tree Planting Committee and Ray D. Wells as secretary. 
Thereafter, during the year several meetings were held until 
Dr. Redfield left on an extended business trip to California. 
Since then Mr. Waite and the Secretary have had frequent 
meetings to carry out the duties of the Committee. 


Mr. Joseph Figuerido has continued as our Forester and 
with his assistant, Mr. Franklin Hastay, has followed the 
“Forest Management Plan”, adopted in 1954, to our complete 
satisfaction. We mention herewith some of the activities of 
the “Plan” which have been carried out this year: 


1. A “follow up release’, from hardwood growth, in the 
acreage planted on the East side of Route 28 in 1953 of Red 
Pine. Some “poisoning” of this unwanted growth was tried 
but it was found to be temporary and expensive. We stopped 
and returned to the cutting method. The growing young 
pines can now be seen from the road in this area. This re- 
leasing activity must be continued each year until these trees 
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have grown above the hardwood undergrowth if they are to 
survive. 


2. Further “release cutting” and pruning were carried 
on in some of the older plantations. This consists of removing 
the dead branches and lower one third branches. This en- 
ables the trees to reach a mature growth, free of knots, 
stronger and vigorous. These old plantations are showing 
improvement each year and soon will approach the real 
forest stage. 


3. All the “seedlings” that remained from past pur- 
chases, have now been replanted in the new areas. It is con- 
templated that the Committee will obtain 6,500 three and 
four year old trees, from the State Nurseries, if our budget 
be approved and we are preparing new “sites” or plantations 
for setting them out. Some of the species will be “under- 
planted”. Among this contemplated purchase will be 500 
trees suitable for Christmas trees for the Town use, when they 
reach suitable size. 


4. A project was undertaken that was not included in 
the “Plan” but. we believe to be a benefit to another committee 
of the Town. That was to clear and prepare a site for a “nur- 
sery” for the Tree Planting Committee. The Planting Com- 
mittee was to furnish the trees and materials and the Forester 
and his assistant perform the labor of clearing and planting. 
There are now approximately 400 trees that will become future 
“shade” trees along our streets. If these trees from the nur- 
sery plan are replanted as they mature, and are set out upon 
reaching suitable size, a supply can be assured at a low cost 
to the Tree Planting Committee, and the care of these trees 
can be included in the regular work of the Forest Committee. 


The Committee was able to purchase a “Brush King 
Rotary Power Saw” this year which enables the Forester to 
carry out much more of his “releasing program” than by the 
old hand cutting method. 


We welcomed the Boy Scouts to the Forest again this year 
for their camping activities. They also turned to and helped 
in some of the “release” work. Also we have opened the 
Forest to horseback riders and they have established several 
bridle paths. We can not open the Forest to camping because 
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most of the plantations are the Watershed for the Town’s 
Drinking Water and camping must be prevented for obvious 
reasons. 


We find that the new State Highway will cut through 
one of our oldest plantations but in making this cut through 
we are told that only the trees on the highway location it- 
self will be cut or removed. These trees are not yet large 
enough for lumber use; however, we hope to realize some 
value from cordwood kindling. 


We will be compelled to hire a “Bulldozer” this year to 
scrape out some of the roads in the Forest. They are badly 
rutted and have holes of water when it rains and with hand 
labor we cannot do the repair work required. Also many of 
the roads are grown over and cannot be used as a “firebreak”’. 
So, for the good of the forest, we are compelled to fix them this 
year. 


Our work truck for use in the forest was a second hand 
truck when we bought it and it is becoming costlier to keep 
it going. This truck is used to carry the saws and tools and 
men as needed in the forest and is essential to the work of the 
Forester. We are asking for a Ford or equal ‘pickup” or 1 ton 
truck in our budget. The old truck is a 1947 Ford truck. 

In August the Forester and his assistant volunteered to 
build a new chimney, that complied with the building code, ' 
for the cabin and do away with the stove pipe type of chim- 
ney sticking through the roof and badly rusted out. They had 
practically completed same when Mr. Hastay slipped and fell 
from the roof. He sustained a severe dislocation of his left 
shoulder and multiple bruises which laid him up for six 
weeks. 


We sent the Forester to the annual meeting of the Town 
Forest Committee held in Natick, Massachusetts as none of 
the committee members could attend. We believe that we 
get valuable data and information by so doing. Dr. Redfield 
attended last year. 


The Forest has been patrolled nights and Sundays when 
necessary. 


The growth of the Town Forest is a slow process and must 
reach maturity before any monetary return can be realized. 
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The Forester is making steady progress and each year gives 
us additional “value” as the plantations improve and grow. 
By continuing the planting we slowly complete the plan to 
bring a mature forest into being.

Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Park Com- 
missioners for the year ending December 31, 1956. 


MAJOR PARKS 
Goodwill Park 


Public use of Goodwill Park this year required the open- 
ing of between 2 and 2% additional acres for picnic use. The 
entire gravel road system was widened to an average of 18 
feet, and surfaced with 6 inches of gravel and hardening. 


Ten new picnic tables were installed, to give a total of 
42. A permanent comfort station was built near the center 
of the picnicking section, and has proved to be much appre- 
ciated by the visiting public. Three new drinking fountains 
were also installed in the picnic section. 


The Summer supervisor of Goodwill Park was Mr. Roy 
W. Allen, who reports a total of 3,563 cars checked in, and a 
total of 12,658 visitors. These figures indicate an increase in 
visitors of about 33 percent over last year . 


Ellis M. Lewis Park 


This park gets greater use each year as a downtown play- 
field where children may play while parents shop. Games of 
all kinds are found here, and play is supervised every day of 
the Summer season. The entire park lawn was topdressed and 
fertilized, and one new bench was installed. 


Summer supervisor was Mr. Edward Russo, who reports 
7,000 visitors for the summer of 1956. These were mostly 
children, and attendance was the greatest on weekdays. These 
figures indicate an increase in attendance of about 53 per- 
cent over last year. 
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Village Green Park 


The first section of new fence, 390 feet long, was installed 
along the South side of the Green, to replace a victorian 
style cast iron fence in very poor condition. The new fence is 
of black locust, designed after the original fence which was 
built about 1780. Remaining sections of the new fence will 
be installed in 1957 as they are completed. Credit for the new 
fence goes to the Village Improvement Society, which initiated 
the project and procurred the fence. 


One diseased elm tree was removed, and new pipes and 
valves were added to the underground sprinkler system. 
Worcester Park 


Clearing of all brush in Worcester Park and Worcester 
Park Extension has been completed. A public hearing was 
held by the Park Board to discuss the pros and cons of cut- 
ting to the ground the overgrown privot hedges in the park. 
It was voted 63 to 6 to cut the hedges. This has now been 
done, and the new growth will be kept trimmed low to im- 
prove the appearance of the park, prevent traffic hazards, 
and lower maintenance costs. 


Central Park 


The post and rail fence around the park has been repaired 
with two new sections donated by Wood Lumber Co., to whom 
the Park Commissioners wish to extend their thanks. New 
climbing roses were also planted at the fence to replace sev- 
eral which had died. 


Summer Supervisor for Central Park was Mr. Myron 
Gaddis, who reports an attendance of 2,350 children. This 
represents an-increase of about 33 percent over last year, ex- 
cluding attendance at baseball games. 


Woods Hole Park 


The wire backstops around the double tennis court were 
repaired, as were all playing surfaces. 


Summer Supervisor was Mr. John O’Donnell, who reports 
an attendance of 2,700 persons. This represents an increase 
of 100 percent over last year, excluding attendance at base- 
ball games.

East Falmouth Park 

The Little League ball diamond was re-cut and clayed, 
backstop repaired, and a play area fenced off to guard small 
children against injury from passing automobiles. 

Summer Supervisor was Mr. George Allietta, who reports 
that 653 children used the playground facilities, in addition 
to an attendance of over 600 at ball games. This represents 
an increase of about 12 percent over last year’s attendance. 


Nye Park 
Tennis Courts and wire backstops were repaired, as were 
the scoreboard, all benches, and the baseball backstop. 
Summer Supervisor was Mr. Paul Wasseth, who reported 
an attendance of 2,831, about 2/3 of total attendance occurring 
between 9:00 a.m. and 4:30 p.m. This represents a decrease 
of about 7 percent from last year’s attendance. 


NEW PARKS 

Falmouth Harbor Entrance Park 

This new park was constructed by the Waterways Com- 
mittee, and turned over to the Park Department by vote of 
the town meeting. The Park Commissioners are pleased to 
accept this new park for Falmouth, and will maintain it for 
public use and enjoyment. A new post and rail fence will 
be installed on the South side, and new concrete car barriers 
to protect the lawn will be put in early in 1957. Seven new 
benches for this park were provided by the Park Department, 
and have been installed along the harbor bulkhead. 


Unnamed Park in West Falmouth 

In 1956, an undeveloped, wooded plot of land on Black- 
smith Shop Road was turned over to the Park Department 
by Town Meeting. 

This plot will be developed for recreational purposes as 
studies are made and plans worked out for its use. 


PARK MAINTENANCE

and maintenance were carried out throughout the year. It 
is now the established policy of the department to spray for 
poison ivy and infestations of yellow jacket, as has been done 
for the past two years:

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Report of the Highway Surveyor 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

The following is a summary of work done by the High- 
way Department during 1956. 

The Chapter 90 Maintenance program for 1956 has been 
completed. Work under this program included resurfacing 
Meeting House Road with asphalt and seal-coating with 
sand cover for a distance of 6,500 feet; seal-coating Nash- 
awena Avenue for a distance of 2,396 feet; resurfacing with 
asphalt and seal-coating with sand cover Boxberry Hill Road 
for a distance of 2,576 feet; and seal-coating Beach Road, 
Falmouth, with 3/8-inch trap rock for a distance of 6,000 
feet. 

The total cost of this contract was $12,000, the State, 
County and Town equally sharing one-third of the cost of 
the work. Reimbursement to the Town was $8,000.00. 

The Chapter 90 New Construction contract for 1955 was 
completed with the construction of Valley Road with mix- 
in-place asphalt for a distance of 1,200 feet. This completed 
the Valley Road project which was started in 1954. 

The first section of new construction on Jones Road, 
running from Palmer Avenue east to Gifford Street, has 
been completed. Proper drainage has been installed and the 
road surfaced with Type I asphalt for a distance of 1,900 
feet. 

Cost of the 1955 new construction program was $30,000; 
the State’s share, $15,000; County, $7,500; Town $7,500. Re- 
imbursement to the Town was $22,500. 

The Chapter 90 New Construction program for 1956 has 
been started with the continuation of the 1955 program on 
Jones Road. This work will be the widening and straighten- 
ing, with installation of proper drainage, of the second sec- 
tion of Jones Road, running east from Gifford Street to 
Route 28. 
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All Chapter 90 contracts are completed using Town labor 
and equipment, under the supervision of the Highway Sur- 
veyor. 


The seal-coating program for 1956 included seal-coating 
the following roads with 3/8~-inch trap rock: King Street, 
Clinton Avenue, Queen Street, Nye Road, Robinson Road, 
Walker Street, Harbor Hill Road, Nobska Road, Oyster Pond 
Road, Scranton Avenue and Sippewissett Road. Locust Field 
Road and Hayway Road were seal-coated with sand. The ap- 
proximate total distance of roads sealed during 1956 was 10 
miles. 


Roads resurfaced with mix-in-place and widened, hard- 
ened and straightened during the year included: Harring- 
ton Street, Maravista, for a distance of 600 feet; Scranton 
Avenue, 3,800 feet; Alma Road, 1,000 feet; Oyster Pond Road, 
3,200 feet; Blacksmith Shop Road, West Falmouth, 1,100 feet; 
Vidal Avenue and Patricia Street Extension, East Falmouth, 
1,570 feet; Katy Hatch Road, 1,320 feet; Fairview Avenue 
Extension, 450 feet and Peterson Road, 725 feet. In the pro- 
cess of resurfacing, proper drainage was installed wherever 
necessary. 


Robbins Road, running from Scranton Avenue to Fal- 
mouth Heights Road, was constructed for a distance of 
800 feet, and a drainage system was installed. This access 
road to Falmouth Heights was built to by-pass the corner 
circle traffic. 


Extensive repair and maintenance work was done on 
sidewalks throughout the Town. New sidewalk construction 
was done on Route 28, West Falmouth; Church Street, Woods 
Hole; Gifford Street and a cement walk on Main Street. 


New drainage systems and catch basins were installed 
on Gifford Street, Lakeview Avenue, Menauhant Road, Jer- 
icho Path, Walker Street and Worcester Court East, Fal- 
mouth Heights. 


Wooden and cement guard railings were repaired wher- 
ever necessary and new railings were installed along Chap- 
paquoit Island Road, Old Silver Beach, Chester Street, Homer 
Street and Beach Road in Falmouth, Nathan S. Ellis High- 
way, from the North Falmouth line to the Mashpee line; 
Meeting House Road and Valley Road. 
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The following bridges were repaired, painted and steel 
rods replaced wherever there was corrosion by salt water: 
Eel Pond Bridge, Old Silver Beach Bridge, Pine Island Bridge 
and on Menauhant Road: Green Pond Bridge, Great Pond 
Bridge and Bourne Pond Bridge. Planking was completely 
replaced on Bourne Pond Bridge this year. General repair 
work and maintenance of bridges is carried on throughout 
the year. 

Traffic signs are erected at the request of the Board of 
Selectmen and the Chief of Police. During the year, 90 new 
traffic signs were placed, including SLOW, CHILDREN and 
STOP signs; 75 new street signs were erected, including signs 
for those streets whose name was changed by the Planning 
Board; 225 existing signs were repainted and repaired. 

The March blizzards were the worst experienced in 16 
years, and after continuous plowing for two weeks, most of 
the Department equipment was in very poor condition. Shop 
mechanics have repaired trucks, plows and equipment so 
that it was in fairly good condition for the remainder of the 
year. 

Patching and maintenance is done throughout the year 
to maintain the good condition of roads. Gravel roads have 
been graded and gravel applied wherever necessary. Brush 
along the roadside and corners is mowed throughout the 
year. 

The Highway repair shop is in good condition; however, 
the sheds will have to be repaired this year to insure proper 
maintenance and care of the equipment. 

The Department’s front end loader is in very poor con- 
dition. It will be necessary to have a new loader and trailer 
to continue the highway program for the year and the addi- 
tional new construction work that will be done by the 
Department. 

I wish to express my appreciation for the cooperation I 
have received during the year from the Board of Selectmen, 
department heads, and to the Highway Department 
personnel.

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Report of the Fish and Game Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1956. 

Three hundred and twenty-seven fishing licenses were 
examined by me. Six hundred and eighty-seven hunting 
licenses were examined by me. 

Travelled a total of 12,303 miles on deer jacking and 
deer dogging patrols, pheasant release, wildlife surveys, and 
complaints. Seventy-eight complaints were answered. Six- 
teen arrests were made and twenty-one first offenders were 
turned over to the State Division of Fisheries and Game, 
Department of Law Enforcement for corrective action. 

Eight automobile accidents involving deer were investi- 
gated and reports were forwarded to the Division of Fisheries 
and Game. 

Seventy-one abandoned house cats were disposed of. 

One hundred 2-year-old hen pheasants were released 
during early spring for breeding purposes. Three hundred 
and fifty cock pheasants were released just prior to and dur- 
ing the legal open seasons. All pheasants were released in 
areas planted to bird food and those areas were heavily 
gunned with excellent results, during the legal shooting 
season. 

Our wildlife planned planting program got off to a slow 
wet start and at the present time the town has approximate- 
ly 32 acres of improved game habitat under cultivation. By 
early spring of 1957 we hope to have at least 16 additional 
acres under cultivation. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Honorable 
Board of Selectmen, the Town Clerk and her staff, and the 
citizens of the Town of Falmouth for their splendid co- 
operation during the past year.

RAWSON C. JENKINS 
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Retired Falmouth Officials 


RAY D. WELLS 


Ray D. Wells served 36 years as chief of Falmouth’s Fire Department 
before retiring April 30, 1956, at the age of 65. 

Mr. Wells was appointed fire chief May 1, 1919. A boyhood summer 
resident of Falmouth Heights, he had commanded the U. S. Army’s 
23rd Aero Squadron over the English Channel during World War I and 
had left the service with rank of captain in the Army Reserve. 


His years at the head of Falmouth Fire Department saw the transi- 
tion from hand-drawn hose reels to the modern apparatus and scientific 
fire engineering that has made this department a model in the state. 
His professional reputation was established over a wide area. He was a 
founder of Barnstable County Fire Chiefs club and a member of New 
England Chiefs Association and Fire Chiefs Association of America. 

Two periods of Army Service interrupted his career in Falmouth 
Fire Department. He was recalled to active duty as a major in 1942 and 
served until 1946 as occupational officer in charge of the Buffalo office 
of the Selective Service System in New York. In April, 1944, he was 
promoted to lieutenant colonel. He was recalled by the Army in 1948 
to act as operations officer at New York state headquarters of Selective 
Service in Albany and served until 1950. 


MRS. HENRY W. L. FOX 


Mrs. Henry W. L. Fox joined the staff of Town Hall employees in 
May 1938 and retired on July 28, 1956. During the eighteen years she 
served as secretary in the Health Department for Dr. Thomas L. Swift, 
Dr. Harold O. Hunt, Dr. Joseph Denton, Dr. Warren Marston and Albert 
E. Landers, agents for the Board of Health. Mrs. Fox also was secre- 
tary to Antone B. Couto, Jr., Tree Warden and Moth Superintendent. 


RAWSON C. JENKINS 


Rawson C. Jenkins served the Town of Falmouth over a period of 
4814 years in one capacity or another. In 1906, at the age of 21 years, he 
was appointed to the board of fire engineers, being the youngest man ever 
to serve in that position. He served on the board until 1911 when he 
was elected to the office of collector of taxes, serving the town in this 
capacity for a period of 18 years. Coincidental with his early years as 
tax collector, during 1916 to 1922 he was a deputy income tax assessor 
for the 5th District. In 1947 he received an unusual commendation from 
Henry F. Long, state commissioner of accounts and taxation: Mr. Long 
wrote to convey his “keen appreciation of work that you are doing 
and have been doing.’ On May 31, 1929 Mr. Jenkins resigned as 
collector of taxes to take on the duties as the first town accountant of 
Falmouth in which position he served for a period of 26 years, retiring 
at age 70 on July 31, 1955. 

Other town activities of Mr. Jenkins over the years included serving 
on the school committee from 1923 to 1928, acting as chairman during a 
portion of that time. He served as chairman of the Falmouth Contribu- 
tory Retirement System from its inception to the date of his retirement. 


Outside interests includes being president of the Falmouth Co-opera- 
tive bank since its founding over thirty years ago and a director of The 
Falmouth National Bank. He has been active in Falmouth Board of 
Trade, Rotary Club, Succanessett Club and Waquoit Yacht Club.

Recreation Building Committee 
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Report of Claims and Suits 


January 14, 1957 


Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dear Sirs: 


I am submitting herewith a report for the calendar 
year 1956 of the claims and suits against the Town of Fal- 
mouth and certain of its officers. 


The number of suits now pending against the Town is 
much larger than it ever has been. The principal reason for 
this is the large number of suits brought by the owners of 
land taken by eminent domain to have their rights secured 
to obtain damages for such takings. It is probable that almost 
all of this kind of cases will be settled and not require Court 
trials. Many of these cases for land damages were brought 
so that the time in which they could be brought would not 
expire, namely, one year from the time of notice of the tak- 
ing in many of those cases and one year from the time of 
entry where the land was taken for highway purposes. 


A. Cases Disposed of in 1956. 
1. Eunice M. Cate et als vs. Board of Selectmen 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 23161 
The Selectmen had granted a permit for a motel to be 
erected on the property of the New Bedford Bargain Store, 
Inc. westerly of the main highway extending north from Fal- 
mouth Center. 


This case was fully tried at Barnstable before Judge Hud- 
son on May 3, 1956. His decision in substance was that the 
Selectmen acted within their authority and their action in 
granting a permit for a motel at this location was proper. 
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2. William Ferguson vs. Selectmen and/or Inhabitants 
of the Town of Falmouth. 
Norfolk Superior Court No. 57280. 

This suit was based on a claim that the Plaintiff while 
walking on the sidewalk of Grand Avenue at Falmouth 
Heights on the night following “Hurricane Carol” fell into 
an opening there and was seriously injured. 

The case was settled for a moderate amount, which set- 
tlement seemed to be the best action for the Town to take to 
terminate this suit. 


3. Second Bank-State Street Trust Company et al, Ex- 
ecutors under the Will of Alice T. Whitney, vs. Board 
of Assessors of Falmouth. 

Docket No. X-32154. 

This was a Petition brought in the Appelate Tax Board 
by these Executors based on the claim that the Whitney Es- 
tate properties at Woods Hole were assessed in 1955 at an ex- 
cessive valuation. As the result of a conference held at 
Falmouth with representatives, including counsel of the 
Executors, this petition was comprimised at an agreed upon 
assessment valuation for the years 1955 and 1956 which ap- 
peared to be a favorable disposition of this tax appeal. 


4. Miriam C. Abramson vs. Board of Assessors of Fal- 
mouth. 
Docket No. X-112451. 

This was a Petition filed with the Appellate Tax Board in 
January, 1956 in which the property owners of the brick and 
wood building on Main Street, Falmouth, being called New- 
berry’s was claimed to have been overassessed. As the result 
of a conference held in Falmouth on September 16, 1956 by 
the representatives of the claimant with counsel and by the 
Assessors with counsel, a compromise was arrived at which 
appeared to be reasonable and in the best interests of the 
Town and this case was thus disposed of. 


B. Cases pending as of December 31, 1956. 


The cases which are now pending against the Town of 
Falmouth or against the County of Barnstable, the defense 
of which cases have been transferred to the Town of Fal- 
mouth, are of several types, which, for convenience and 
clarity are divided as follows:- 
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Tax Appeal Cases: 


1. Helen M. May et al vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
Docket No. X-111660. 

This case concerns property on which is located a 1-story 
wooden building at Old Silver Beach. The assessed value on 
this property at the time of “Hurricane Carol” was $16,500.00 
As the result of the hurricane and an application for abate- 
ment based thereon, this assessed valuation was reduced by 
the Assessors to $9,000.00. The owners, however, claimed that 
the fair cash value of this property was $1,000.00 and that 
it was overvalued for assessment purposes to the extent of 
$8,000.00. The case was in order for trial in October, 1956. 
It was postponed, however, at the request of counsel for the 
applicants and is on the list for re-assignment in 1957. 


Tort or Personal Injury Cases: 


1. Ellen Fitzgerald et al vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth. Worcester Superior Court No. 110767. 


In this case Ellen Fitzgerald claims that on July 7, 1952 
while walking on the sidewalk on Main Street, Falmouth, she 
fell because of a defect in the sidewalk as a result of which she 
was seriously injured. The location where she claims to have 
been injured was on the edge of the sidewalk where formerly 
there was a strong well-built white fence. The sidewalk is now 
in front of the John P. Souza block of three stores. At the time 
of the alleged accident, July 7, 1952, there was a low open 
area adjoining the sidewalk, but this strong well-built white 
fence was there. No suit was brought until May 29, 1954, at 
which time damages claimed to have been suffered by Ellen 
Fitzgerald from personal injuries and by her husband fo1 
consequental damages are alleged to have been $10,000.00. 
This case is pending in Worcester County, the plaintiffs being 
of Northbridge in that County and having the right to bring 
the action there. 


It seemed advisable for the Town to be represented by 
Worcester counsel in this matter and the services of Edward 
P. Healy, Esquire, of Worcester, have been retained for the 
purposes of defending this action. Up to the present time 
this case has never been reached for trial bcause of the con- 
gestion of cases awaiting trial on the Worcester jury list. 
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2. John Cahill vs. Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24185. 

This is a case of John M. Cahill of North Andover, Massa- 
chusetts who brings suit for himself and on behalf of Michael 
Cahill, his minor son, against the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth. The Writ was dated August 13, 1956 with an ad 
damnum of $10,000.00 and returnable on October 1, 1956. 
It is claimed that on March 23, 1956 that the automobile of 
John H. Cahill while travelling West over the Great Pond 
Bridge was damaged by a hole in the roadway and that per- 
sonal injuries were sustained. Notice was given of this claim 
against the Town by John H. Cahill for property damages 
and personal injuries suffered by him only at that time. This 
case is on the Barnstable jury trial list. 


3. Edward W. Marble vs. Joseph F. Costa 
Middlesex County No. 204056. 

This is an action brought in Middlesex County on behalf 
of Edward W. Marble, Jr., a minor, by his father and next 
friend, Edward W. Marble, against Joseph F. Costa, a police 
officer of the Town of Falmouth. This case was returnable 
into Court on October 1, 1956. 

It is alleged on behalf of the Plaintiff that on or about 
May 25, 1956 as the result of an investigation with regard to 
a “speed” sign hanging on the front portion of the auto- 
mobile being operated by Edward W. Marble, Jr., that there 
was an illegal detention or arrest of the plaintiff for which 
he claims damages in the sum of $5,000.00 

A Demurrer combined with an Answer has been filed on 
behalf of Officer Costa but there has been no Court hearing 
thereon as yet. At the time of the alleged action by Officer 
Costa, he was acting in the performance of his duty as a 
Police Officer of the Town of Falmouth. 


4. Manuel Cabral vs. Antone Marks 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 23914. 

In this case, the plaintiff claims that on or about Decem- 
ber 24, 1955, the defendant while on duty as a Police Officer of 
the Town of Falmouth injured the plaintiff while the plaintiff 
was being removed from the premises of the Mid-Town Cafe 
in Falmouth. The writ in this action is dated February 14, 
1956 returnable March 5, 1956 and is based on a claim for 
damages in the sum of $25,000.00 for assault and battery. 
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An Answer has been filed on behalf of the defendant and 
the action is on the trial list of the Barnstable Superior Court. 


5. George Skulsky et al vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth and Antone B. Couto, Jr., Tree Warden and 
Moth Superintendent. 

Plymouth Superior Court No. 35593. 


In this case plaintiff bases his claim on the ground that 
the Town and the Tree Warden, or Moth Superintendent, 
are responsible for loss of a cow and injuries to other cows. 
It is alleged that these losses were caused by negligent spray- 
ing of trees. There is a Demurrer pending in the case, which 
probably will soon be heard and if it is determined that the 
plaintiff has any claim on his declaration, the case will be on 
the list for trial in Plymouth County. 


Contract Actions: 

These cases are those in which Plaintiffs claim they are 
owed money because of some contract agreement or contrac- 
tural obligation by the Town or its representatives. There 
are only two such cases, viz:- 


1. City of Boston vs. Town of Falmouth 
Suffolk Superior Court No. 501506 


This action was brought in January, 1956, and returnable 
in the Suffolk County Superior Court on March 5, 1956. In 
the Writ the City of Boston claimed damages against the 
Town in the sum of $6,000.00 for aid rendered under General 
Laws, Chapter 117 (Public Welfare). Since this claim was 
made and action commenced, there have been various nego- 
tiations between counsel for the Town and Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel of the City of Boston, as the result of which 
many of the claims on which this action was originally based 
have been adjusted or paid or eliminated from this action, 
so that now there remain only a comparatively few items in 
dispute. These may all be adjusted without trial. In the 
meantime the case remains on the trial list. 


2. S. Charles Genovese vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth 
Suffolk Superior Court No. 498787. 
In October 1955, S. Charles Genovese brought a suit against 
the Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth and also against 
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the Platt Contracting Company, Inc. This was based on a 
claim for alleged extras on the building contract for the Law- 
rence Junior-Senior High School. The amount claimed is 
$5,633.77. This claim had been presented to S. W. Haynes 
Associates, Architects, and had been totally refused by them. 

As previously stated, it does not seem that a claim of this 
kind is valid as against the Inhabitants of the Town of Fal- 
mouth. The case is pending on the docket of cases for jury 
trial in Suffolk County and has not yet been reached for 
trial. 


Land Damage Cases against the County of Barnstable: 
1. Ruth E. Lambert vs. County of Barnstable et al and 
the Town of Falmouth. 
Barnstable County Superior Court No. 23009. 

This case arises as a result of the widening of the Shore 
Road, West Falmouth. The plaintiff alleges that some of her 
property was taken, namely, an area of 830 square feet. Action 
was started in order to preserve the rights of the plaintiff. 
There have been negotiations with regard to a settlement 
of this case and it is probable that the case will be settled as 
the claim involved is for a moderate amount. 


2. Coonamessett Ranch Company vs. Commissioners of 
the County of Barnstable et al. 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 23761. 

On account of the recent widening and re-location of 
Valley Road in Hatchville, the County of Barnstable made 
some takings from numerous abutters. When a new hardened 
road was constructed none of the abutters cared to bring any 
claim for land damages except this one, Coonamessett Ranch 
Company. The reason expressed to the writer by the other 
abutters for not bringing action was that they were pleased 
with the new road and the improvement it made in their 
properties. 

However, this particular abutter is claiming damages for 
the land taken but only in a moderate amount. It is hoped 
that the case will be settled shortly. 


Land Damage Cases against the Town of Falmouth: 
1. Ruth L. Durkee vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24165. 
Under an Order of Taking dated September 29, 1955 an 
easement for public highway purposes was taken of 17,216 
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square feet of land of this petitioner. There have been nego- 
tiations with the counsel for the petitioner but no adjustment 
has been arrived at and the case may have to be tried in due 
course when reached. 
2. Henry J. Welch, Jr. vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24199. 
3. Henry J. Welch, Jr. et al vs. Inhabitants of the Town 
Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24200. 
4. Frederick V. Lawrence vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24201. 
5. John J. Fay, Jr. et al vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24202. 
6. John J. Fay et al vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24210. 


All of these cases are claims for land damages caused 
by the takings by eminent domain for a public way of ease- 
ments of land of the petitioners for the layout of the new way 
known as Dillingham Avenue or extension of Dillingham 
Avenue. All of these actions were brought in October, 1956 
and returnable to Court on November 5, 1956. These cases 
will be disposed of either by negotiation and settlement or, 
if that fails, by trial. 


7. Max Cohen vs. Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24218. 

8. John H. Fish vs. Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouti. 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24219. 

9. Jayme M. Franco et al vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24221. 


10. John P. Potts et al vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24222. 


11. Adlein Moniz vs. Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24223. 
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12. New Bedford Bargain Store, Inc. vs. Inhabitants of 
the Town of Falmouth. 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24227. 

All of these are petitions for assessment of land damages 
arising out of the taking by eminent domain for road pur- 
poses of land included in the extension of Gifford Street. 
These actions were returnable into the Superior Court on 
January 7, 1957. All of them are brought by the same attorney 
with whom it is contemplated negotiations will be had and 
attempts will be made to settle all of these cases. 


13. Alice A. Creemer vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24229. 

This is a petition for land damages by eminent domain 
for a public easement for a right of way to Mares Pond. This 
action was brought in November and returnable to the Court 
on January 7, 1957. 


14. Antone R. Souza vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24230. 

This action is brought for the assesment of land damages 
for the taking of a public easement in the layout of Worcester 
Court East. The case was also brought in November, 1956 and 
returnable January 7, 1957. 


15. Grace B. Harvey vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24212. 

This is a case brought for assessment of land damages for 
land taken by eminent domain because of the re-location of 
Menauhant Road. The petition is dated October 23 and was 
returnable on December 3, i956. This case is now on the list 
of cases for trial at Barnstable. Negotiations, however, will 
be taken up with counsel for the petitioner in this as in all 
these land damage cases before preparation for trial. 


Zoning Cases: 
Both of these cases have to do with the Zoning By-Law of 
Falmouth. 


1. Harold C. Randall, Building Inspector, vs. Wallace B. 
Marrow and Doris B. Marrow 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24129. 
As a result of complaints during the summer of 1956, it 
appeared that Wallace B. Marrow et ux both from the loca- 
tion of buildings and the number of buildings on their prop- 
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erty and from the conduct of their activities on the property 
located in the development known as Keechepam, Teaticket, 
were violating the Zoning By-Laws of Falmouth. A bill of 
complaint was prepared and filed on behalf of Harold C. 
Randall, Building Inspector, against them alleging the vio- 
lations and seeking to have the violations restrained. After 
preliminary hearings in the Equity Session at Boston, this 
case was referred to LeRoy Anderson, Esquire, as Master, to 
hear the evidence in the case and make a report thereon to 
the Court. 

Hearings were held before the Master who, accompanied 
by counsel, took a thorough view of the premises and the 
structures thereon. Many witnesses were called and heard 
by him, and finally arguments concluded on November 9. 
1956. The Master has not filed his draft report up to the pre- 
sent date, but it is expected that it will be filed at any date. 


2. John Andrade et al vs. Board of Appeals and Building 
Inspector 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24216. 

This proceeding is an appeal from a Decision of the Board 
of Appeals, by which Decision the Board of Appeals authorized 
a permit to the applicant, Calvin E. Hampton, who had an 
agreement to purchase the property of Hattie Carver located 
on Eel Pond, for use as a boatyard. Calvin E. Hampton was 
allowed to intervene in said case as a party defendant. Demur- 
rers were filed on behalf of the Board of Appeals and the 
Building Inspector and on behalf of Calvin E. Hampton. After 
a hearing in the Superior Court in Boston, these Demurrers 
were sustained. 

The plaintiff has filed a motion to amend by filing a new 
Bill of Complaint concerning the same subject matter. 

To date there have been no further hearings in this case. 


Conclusion: 

The pendency of so many cases is not so much of a bur- 
den to the Town as the number would indicate. This state- 
ment is made on the basis that many of these land damage 
cases will be adjusted by negotiation and settlement. It is 
also likely that some of the other cases will be settled.

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Report of the Salary Study Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


In the report of the Salary Study Committee which 
recommended the Salary Administration Plan, including a 
Personnel Board to administer it, there appears this state- 
ment: “. .. when a new plan is first put into operation, it 
must be anticipated that there may be certain matters which 
need review and adjustment, especially during the first 
year.” The Personnel Board, after less than one year of 
existence, agrees that this was an accurate prophecy. 


The Board was appointed in May and organized by elect- 
ing John McGilvray as Chairman and J. Monroe Hamlen as 
Clerk. A total of 19 meetings took place and much time was 
devoted to reviewing certain positions, the classifications of 
which had been protested by several department heads. These 
were mostly clerical jobs in Town Hall and after careful con- 
sideration the Board approved the rerating of four such posi- 
tions to a higher level. Also rerated were the positions of the 
Janitor and the Matron in the Community Center Building, 
and the following new positions were established: Investi- 
gation Officer, Police, and Life Guard C, Beach. 


The Board took 41 actions dealing with the changes 
referred to above and with step-rate increases, reclassifica- 
tions of certain employees and other matters. Many meet- 
ings were held with department heads and employees and 
with representatives of the recently formed Falmouth Em- 
ployees Association. The Board welcomes the latter organiz- 
ation as an effective partner by which the Salary Plan may 
become better known and understood by the employees. 


Less encouraging thus far have been the relations be- 
tween this Board and the Board of Selectmen. Many invita- 
tions have been extended to the Selectmen to meet with the 
Personnel Board in an effort to cooperate in the administra- 
tion of the Plan. No such meeting has taken place and, in 
fact, the Selectmen attempted to appoint a special com- 
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mittee several months ago to examine and evaluate the work 
of the Board. This was obviously designed to supersede and 
to reduce the authority of the Board and the Board naturally 
declined to participate in the special committee. According- 
ly, the committee never came into being and it is hoped that 
during the next year the Selectmen will accept this Board’s 
invitations, which will stand, to assist in this important task. 


An article has been prepared for the next Annual Town 
Meeting covering the changes in the Plan which the Board 
is sponsoring as amendments to the By-Law. The Board ap- 
preciates the encouragement it has received from many 
quarters and looks forward to continuing its efforts “... to 
represent BOTH the taxpayers and the employees of the 
Town.”

Salary Study Committee 
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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


There were three major changes in administering all 
categories of Public Assistance in 1956. 


Effective January 1, 1956 all hospital rates per diem in- 
creased, namely, Cape Cod Hospital from $14.00 to $18.20 
Tobey Hospital from $13.29 to $14.65; and Massachusetts 
General Hospital from $18.43 to $21.75. 


June, 1956 all cases were reviewed and grants increased 
5.8% effective July 1, 1956. Rounding the figure to 6% made 
an increase of $1,059.00 over the previous months or $6,359.00 
for the balance of the year. 


Effective November 7, 1956 citizenship was ruled out as 
a factor of eligibility for Old Age Assistance. The new Act 
as set forth... 


“Adequate assistance to deserving citizens or other per- 
sons who have been residents of the United States for a period 
of twenty years—and who shall have resided in the Common- 
wealth not less than three years during the nine years im- 
mediately preceding application and one year continued resi- 
dence immediately preceding application.”

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Report of the School Building Needs Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The School Building Needs Committee has had two as- 
signments in 1956: to construct a Field House at Fuller Field, 
and to prepare preliminary plans for the construction of a 
new school at East Falmouth. Both assignments have been 
carried out. The Field House has been substantially com- 
pleted; the preliminary plans for the East Falmouth School 
were presented to a special Town Meeting, December 12, at 
which time funds for construction of the school were ap- 
propriated. 

The Annual Town Meeting appropriated $20,000 for the 
construction of a Field House according to preliminary plans 
prepared by Hellman & Wilson, Architects, for the Field 
House Committee. The Building Needs Committee retained 
the same architect to develop the final plans and specifica- 
tions and to supervise construction. Eugene Moniz, Con- 
tractor, was the successful low bidder. The building was 
accepted as being substantially complete in time for use 
during the 1956 football season. Final acceptance of the 
building by the Town is withheld until minor corrections are 
made. 

While the Field House work was progressing, the Building 
Needs Committee prepared educational specifications for a 
new 17 room school at East Falmouth and, after interviewing 
many architects, engaged the firm of Hellman & Wilson to 
make preliminary plans. 

The Committee had intended to bring plans and recom- 
mendations before the Annual Meeting in February, 1957, 
but in August, the Committee learned that a Federal grant 
of $95,200 would be available if the Town voted a bond issue 
for a new school during 1956. The Committee, therefore ac- 
celerated the planning, and called for a special Town Meeting 
for December 12. A description of the school and the Com- 
mittee’s recommendations were published in a brochure en- 
titled, A New School for East Falmouth, A Proposal. This was 
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The Thomas A. Wiswall Field House 


distributed among the voters. At the Meeting, the Town voted 
to appropriate the sum of $752,606 to be used in conjunction 
with Federal funds for the construction of the school and 
directed that the construction be under the direction of 
the School Building Needs Committee. Final plans and speci- 
fications for this project are being prepared; and bids for 
construction will be solicited early in the spring. It is ex- 
pected that the building will be completed in the spring of 
1958.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee 
Town of Falmouth 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 

This year, the Town of Falmouth has done well by 
education. 

At a special Town Meeting, December 12, the Town voted 
to construct, with Federal assistance, a new seventeen room 
elementary school in East Falmouth. This action had been 
recommended by the School Building Needs Committee after 
more than two years of study of ways of dealing with Fal- 
mouth’s growing school population. 

The new building will replace the present East Falmouth 
school and will provide 10 additional rooms for increasing 
enrollments. It will make possible a greatly improved school 
program and, by making available needed community facili- 
ties, will enrich community life. 

The Town voted at the Annual Town Meeting to construct 
at the athletic field a new Field House containing dressing 
rooms, storage, and shelter. This new building will overcome 
the awkward difficulties resulting from the separation of 
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school and field. It will stimulate greater participation in 
interscholastic athletics. 


The third improvement in the school plant is the enlarge- 
ment of the high school site by acquisition of the H. V. Law- 
rence nurseries property on Lakeview Avenue. The original 
high school grounds are too small to permit a full program 
of out-of-doors physical education during the school day. 
The new property provides area for a playing field, a com- 
bination skating rink-tennis court, a greenhouse and agri- 
cultural gardens area, and an improved parking space. 
The development of these facilities and their integration 
with the existing grounds, if undertaken at once, will result 
in an improved high school program and better community 
recreational facilities. 


Besides improving the school plant, the Town has done 
well by education in other ways. The professional salary 
schedule adopted in 1956 has helped both in retaining and 
recruiting teachers. During the year, despite serious teacher 
shortage, we were able to make eighteen appointments to the 
permanent teaching staff—four to fill new positions, the re- 
mainder to fill vacancies created by resignations. The general 
quality of the appointments has been good. 


The appropriation for items other than salaries has also 
been adequate to allow us to maintain the level of the schoo) 
program within the limits of available classroom space. 


Unfortunately, the future calls for still further effort. 
The advantages gained by adoption of higher range salary 
schedules is but temporary. Many other towns are following 
Falmouth’s lead. Nor has enrollment begun to be stabilized. 
We are still growing. Each successive year for the past six 
years a new record number of births has been recorded in 
Falmouth. As these babies reach school age, we may expect 
continually increasing numbers in the schools. Thus, by the 
fall of 1960, elementary school enrollment will have exceeded 
the capacity of available schools. By 1962 we shall be twelve 
or more classrooms short of our needs. By this time also 
increasing numbers flowing into the upper grades will be 
stretching the high school. 


These predictions will bear careful comparison with 
actual conditions as they unfold during the next year or 
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two to determine the extent of the Town’s needs for capital 
outlay for school plant. 

Happily, however, the picture is not dark. Construction 
of new dwellings and other properties continues unabated 
in Falmouth. Thus, the increasing burden of school support 
is balanced in part by addition of tax-revenue-producing 
property. With increased State Aid for education and with 
likely further Federal Assistance, Falmouth should continue 
to be capable of supporting good schools without imposing 
an excessive burden on its real estate. 

Those of us who work in the schools could not help being 
encouraged by the official actions of the Town and by the 
many other expressions of interest in the schools from Town 
officials and from other individuals and groups of citizens 
whenever they have been consulted concerning school matters. 
We hope that the response of the schools has been worthy of 
this interest. 

To indicate some of the activities in which the schools 
have been engaged during the year, the principals and super- 
visors have prepared reports. The reports follow. I commend 
them to your attention.

CURRICULUM AND GUIDANCE 
To the Superintendent of Schools 
Dear Sir: 

Reflection is often a rewarding and informative process. 
This is particularly true when meditation reveals the num- 
erous contributions to education in Falmouth made through 
the cooperative efforts of the school staff. 

Contributions of Teachers and Principals 

Classroom teachers have devoted themselves to improving 
instruction for boys and girls, to extending classroom duties 
to include acquainting parents with the schools through open 
houses, educational meetings, and parent-teacher confer- 
ences, and to improving themselves professionally through 
attending courses at universities and colleges and partici- 
pating in the in-service-training program conducted for 
Falmouth teachers. 
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School principals have exerted leadership in their schools 
and in the community through organizing their schools to 
meet the needs of the age groups served, by spreading the in- 
fluence of the schools in the community through well-planned 
programs and by acting as advisors to organizations and as- 
sociations interested in education. 


Special service personnel including guidance counselors, 
reading improvement teachers, speech therapist, and super- 
visors have worked diligently to strengthen and expand their 
services. 


Without the support of the staff, it would be most diffi- 
cult to coordinate and direct the learning activities of the 
Falmouth Schools. 

Providing for Individual Differences 

Provision for individual differences is a major responsi- 
bility of schools—its administrators and teachers. Recently 
the action of parent associations for retarded children has 
stimulated interest in education for children so afflicted. 
Educators at all levels are more concerned than ever with 
education for the gifted and talented. Parents expect schools 
to provide special instruction to those handicapped in speech, 
hearing, or vision. Funds are now available to schools who 
wish to provide the services of a school adjustment counselor 
to work with elementary children. Mental health experts 
testify to the advantages of preventative programs. Schools 
can do much to alleviate poor adjustments resulting from 
continuous failures, unfair competition, and unrealistic de- 
mands upon children through establishing warm and friendly 
classroom atmospheres and staffing some with teachers in- 
timately acquainted with boys and girls. 

A first step in this direction was taken with the intro- 
duction this year of the new cumulative record system. This 
permanent file of personal and family history, health and 
physical appraisals, standardized test results, and elementary 
and secondary scholastic achievements accompanies the 
student throughout his school journey. It enables teachers 
to make instruction more effective and personal through 
knowledge and understanding. The cumulative record is of 
inestimable value to staff members when holding parent- 
teacher conferences, when planning educational and occu- 
pational careers with parents and students, when making local 
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Studies of practices, policies and instruction, and when iden- 
tifying children in need of specal services. 


Curriculum 


Curriculum modification or development is a continuous 
and vital educational process. Teachers from each grade 
level together studied and analyzed the teaching of arithme- 
tic in the Falmouth Schools. They recommended the adop- 
tion of the new Winston Arithmetic series for use in grades 
one through eight. Secondary school English teachers agreed 
upon a well-balanced language arts program that places 
major emphasis upon the communication skills of reading, 
writing, speaking, and listening. All junior and senior high 
school teachers contributed to the publication “The High 
School” by writing descriptions of their courses. The 42-page 
brochure describes the high school—its philosophy, its serv- 
ices, its students, its program of studies, its activity program 
—in considerable detail. It is a valuable source book for 
secondary teachers and guidance personnel and a worth- 
while reference booklet for parents and students. 


Informing Parents about Schools 


Falmouth staff members continued to prepare and offer 
excellent programs for informing parents about the children’s 
life in school. Kindergarten teachers vividly presented their 
activities at a town-wide evening meeting. They held pre- 
school roundup sessions for parents of entering kindergarten 
children. 


Guidance counselors scheduled several meetings to ac- 
quaint parents with pupil adjustment problems connected 
with moving from the sixth grade to the seventh grade, with 
the need for sound parental and school guidance when select- 
ing subjects for ninth grade study, and with the problems 
associated with continuing education beyond high school. 
Parents attended the meetings in large numbers and ex- 
pressed interest in the booklets distributed at the sessions. 
In addition to counseling students assigned to them, guid- 
ance personnel made numerous contacts beyond the school 
with agencies, organizations, and business men both in town 
and outside the community. They continued to improve 
themselves professionally and served in leadership and ad- 
visory capacities with local associations. 
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Remedial Instruction 

Falmouth has moved forward in providing special edu- 
cation for those with speech and hearing handicaps or read- 
ing disabilities. There is still much to be done for handi- 
capped children but the efforts thus far have been reward- 
ing. Two reading improvement teachers and a speech 
therapist visit each school and spend, in most cases, two 
half-hour periods with students either individually or in 
small groups. 


Identification, diagnosis, and treatment are the essen- 
tials of the program. Identification and referrals come from 
the classroom teacher after careful pupil observation and 
study of the cumulative records. Immediately upon referral, 
the specialists use diagnostic instruments and screening de- 
vices to determine the specific weakness and deficiencies. 
Diagnosis and analysis lead to corrective exercises. Reading 
improvement teachers and speech therapist earnestly hope 
to return children to normal classroom situations as soon as 
possible. They find children quick to recognize their diffi- 
culties, eager to correct the disabilities, and acutely aware 
of the destructive effects of the particular handicaps. Pro- 
gress for these children is most noteworthy when parents 
cooperate with the specialists. 


Teachers are continually learning something more or new 
about their students, are planning stimulating learning ex- 
periences of lasting value to pupils, are helping pupils solve 
their personal problems of daily living, and are assisting 
pupils to become masters of themselves through self-dis- 
cipline. Their influences upon children are significant. In 
this brief moment of reflection, it seems fitting to say that 
the future rests in good measure with these dedicated men 
and women. 

The parents and citizens of the town of Falmouth deserve 
commendation for their response to staff efforts to bring 
home and school in close union. It has been a pleasure to 
serve with Parent-Teacher Association members who have 
the interests of youth sincerely at heart. 

I look forward tio continued associations with parents, 
teachers, and administrators.

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Report of the Principal 


To the Superintendent of Schools 
Dear Sir: 


The process of self-evaluation continues in the High 
School. This is one of the major in-service functions of the 
faculty this year and for some months to come. 


Evaluation of Program 


The evaluation has as its primary purpose the improve- 
ment of the school’s service to the young people of the com- 
munity. A second purpose is retention of membership in the 
New England Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools 
The retention of our membership in this group means that 
we will have satisfactorily met prescribed standards. The 
final step in this process, after we have completed our self- 
evaluation, is to submit our studies to a group of experts 
appointed by the Association. The appointed committee will 
spend whatever time is necessary in Lawrence High School 
to determine to what degree our school is meeting its obli- 
gations to youth—how well we are actually performing within 
the frame-work of our philosophy. We have found that in 
our work to date, evaluation is a stimulating experience for 
all of us. 


New Offerings 


The high school continues to examine and to expand 
where advisable the program of studies. This year we have 
added courses in Ancient History, World Geography, Health 
Education, Public Speaking and Dramatics on the senior high 
school level. The addition of these courses make it possible 
for students to have a wider range of electives than before. 
Ancient History has strengthened our College Preparatory 
Course for the Freshman and Sophomore classes. 
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College Preparation 

It is interesting to note the increasing interest in college 
preparation. People are more college minded today than ever 
before, they realize the importance of post-secondary edu- 
cation. Our freshman class has three more college prepara- 
tory divisions this year than we have had before. In the 
graduating class of 1956, a class consistent in size with those 
of the past five years, forty-two per cent of the graduates 
are continuing their education beyond high school, an in- 
crease of seven per cent over the average for the past five 
years. We have every indication that the numbers will con- 
tinue to show some increase during the next few years. 


The preparation of college bound students is a serious 
responsibility of this school.. The school will try to maintain 
for these students a high standard of accomplishment. 


Vocational] Instruction 

We have expanded also in the areas of Vocational House- 
hold Arts and Agriculture. The State Department of Vo- 
cational Education approved of two periods each day in these 
two areas compared to the three required before. This change 
allows each student enrolled in these courses to elect one 
more major subject each of his four years in high school and 
thus contribute to a more general background of training 
than was possible before. This change also allowed oppor- 
tunity to offer elective courses in Foods and Sewing for the 
non-vocational students. 


Expanding Enrollments 

As in most high schools, our enrollment continues to 
show gains each year. Using October first as a fixed date: 
in 1955-56 our enrollment was 873 pupils, in 1956-57 our en- 
rollment has increased to 923, a gain of fifty pupils. Next 
year we estimate that we will have about one thousand 
students. 


Social Activities 

As our enrollment increases so do the requirements for 
more activities, both during school and after school hours. Un- 
der the general supervision of the Student Council a well bal- 
anced social program is planned, with particular attention 
given to Grades Seven and Eight. During the school year Fri- 
day or Saturday evenings usually find a class party, a seventh 
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or eighth grade social, a high school dance or some organized 
social event going on in the school gymnasium or cafeteria. 
The social events are chaperoned by parents and teachers and 
are an important part in the social development of the stu- 
dents. Our social program, together with our expanding in- 
tramural athletic program on the junior high school level, 
and our in-school activity program, all combine to help pre- 
pare students to participate more fully in the life of the 
community. 


Adult Education Program 

One phase of our program that should be mentioned is 
Adult Education. This is our third year. Each year we have 
operated with an increasing interest and attendance. We are 
in session two nights a week for a period of twenty weeks. Our 
enrollment is 326 adults in fourteen different classes. At the 
time of registration it was necessary to put many on a waiting 
list. 


I feel that adult education has now become a part of our 
educational program and as such we should continue to sup- 
port it and enlarge our offerings to meet the needs of the 
people of Falmouth. 


It should be a source of satisfaction to the townspeople 
to know that the high school building is being used, not only 
to provide our youth with the training that will help them 
become respected and useful citizens, but also to provide the 
opportunity for our senior citizens to work and to learn by 
the use of the school facilities.

L. H. S. LIBRARY

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Attendance: 

An increasingly representative group of students from 
all grades, visits the Library. 
Arrangement of Library Space: 

We are enjoying the following improvements: 

1. Shelving to accommodate a small teachers’ collec- 
tion has been added to the reading room. 

2. The refinishing of one of the pieces of office furni- 
ture from the old High School has resulted in an 
excellent, if temporary, shelf list and vertical file. 

3. Two large and attractive bird prints have been ad- 
ded to our formerly undecorated walls. 

Storage: 

The need for additional storage space has been mentioned 
very often by the Librarian, who hesitates to point it out again 
at this time. 

Library Instruction: 

The resulting improvement in use of Library techniques 
following our instruction courses has been especially noted 
this year in increased use of our many fine resources. 
Exhibits: 

Particularly noted by students and teachers: 

Our “This is Your Town” exhibit, in which, with the coop- 
eration of the Cape Cod Standard Times, a large number 
of news photos of Falmouth and its people, engaged in their 
activities for the preceding year, are displayed on our bulle- 
tin boards. ; 

Special Book Week promotional materials were available 
at the Library this year. 

A Christmas bulletin board was the original effort, as 
usual, of students, and on the side of current events, a cor- 
related exhibit of books and maps on the Suez situation, with 
emphasis on the use of READER’S GUIDE, was of interest to 
many for about one month. 

A Library Tea was given for all teachers in the spring 
of 1956, with an exhibit of new books as its keynote. 


Student Participation: 

The number of students who have become Library Assis- 
tants and who are now regularly scheduled for specific hours 
of duty, is twelve. Among the various duties for which they 
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are responsible, is the choice and arrangement of materials 
in the central stairway exhibit case, now a Library responsi- 


bility. A student particularly gifted in design has made this 
her special interest. 


Statistics: 

Attendance at the Library is now so frequently at near 
capacity as to make attendance figures seem unnecessary. 

The number of books and magazines circulated since 
January, 1956, is 12,673, an increase of 4,461 over last year’s 
figure. Students are still limited to borrowing one book and 
one magazine at a time. 

The recataloging of parts of our old collection of books 
and, of course, the cataloging of new accessions, with Wilson 
and Library of Congress cards, continue simultaneously, and 
it is anticipated that work on the old collection will soon be 
completed . 

The feeling that the Library is reaching out into all 
parts of the school to offer its services is stronger as teachers 
and students become more accustomed to the type of assis- 
tance High School Libraries offer. The general friendliness 
of students, and their helpfulness, are outstanding. We feel 
it has been a good year. 

At this time the Librarian would like to express her ap- 
preciation at being able to attend the Conference of the New 
England Library Association at Swampscott, October 4-6, 
1956. During the Conference the Librarian was asked to talk 
on Public Relations in a High School Library and requests 
were made by members of the audience for sample copies 
of our publication: FROM LIBRARY TO YOU...

INDUSTRIAL ARTS 

I hereby submit my report for the Industrial Arts Depart- 
ment for the year 1956. 

Objectives: 

Because of the occupations available in Falmouth and on 
Cape Cod, our students will be best served by an industrial 
arts program with the following general objectives: to help 
students (1) to acquire insights into the opportunities, the 
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techniques and processes of industry; (2) to become more 
literate and knowledgeable consumers of the products of 
industry; and (3) to build a background for more intelligent 
use of leisure time. 

Many students in high school have no idea of the one 
vocation they wish to follow. If the students can acquire 
in degrees commensurate with their abilities, the skills, know- 
ledges, and attitudes spelled out for the Industrial Arts pro- 
gram, they should become valuable employees in almost any 
mechanical work. They will have only to be taught the speci- 
fic details of the trade they enter. 


Scope of the Program: 

Of the three unit shops in our school, the wood con- 
struction shop has had the largest number of elective students. 
In this shop students are experiencing small boat building 
and repair, carpentry, house wiring, home mechanics, wood 
turning, furniture construction, simple upholstery and recrea- 
tion project construction. The classes in this shop have been 
between 22 and 27 for the past three years. 

The power-metal shop is next in interest, where welding, 
sheet metal, electricity, forging, forming wrought iron, 
machine metal, and simple automotive servicing and repair 
are developec. 

The graphic arts shop. offers valuable experiences in the 
processes of letter press printing. The pupils of this class print 
about 60,000 copies per year of programs, tickets, forms, nap- 
kins, cards, and stationery for the school activities and ad- 
ministration. 


The Class Schedules: 

The seventh and eighth grade classes in industrial arts 
are required of all boys. By rotation of classes through the 
three shops, these boys use different kinds of tools, handle 
various materials, and experience the basic ways of changing 
raw material to a finished product. It is intended that these 
experiences will assist the pupil in making his choice of a high 
school course. In the ninth and tenth grade level, the pupils 
have elected the vocational high school course, but are still 
required to experience more complicated work in any two 
shops of their choice. These courses are set up on the one 
half year basis. The eleventh and twelfth grade student may 
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elect to spend full time in the shop of his choosing. He may 
also specialize in any one area such as boat building, furni- 
ture construction, welding, letter press, automotives, sheet 
metal, etc. to gain as much as possible in the area of his 
interest. 

On the Job Training: 

A new service is being developed by the vocational 
guidance counselor and the shop teachers to allow a junior 
or Senior to spend one or two weeks of school time in on-the- 
job training. The student first must express a desire to try out 
a specific occupation. Then he is placed in the Town of Fal- 
mouth with an employer. It is hoped that the experiences 
brought back by the students will be valuable to other mem- 
bers of the class. 

Projects 1s Method: 

Projects are the means of accomplishing the outcomes 
of the shop program. I have asked my fellow instructors to 
keep these projects of good design, of interest to the pupil and 
of immediate use in the pupil’s home, school or recreation. 

During the past several years we have acquired a great 
variety of visual aid films, charts, booklets, models, etc. cover- 
ing many phases of industrial arts. These are used extensively 
in the program. 

In addition to student projects, the three shops have been 
called upon daily to do things for the school. These projects 
usually provide valuable practical experiences, but must be 
kept in balance with the planned course of study. 

I would like to thank you for your interest and coopera- 
tion in equipping and supplying the three shops, that we may 
carry out a good program for the Town of Falmouth.

VOCATIONAL AGRICULTURE 


A department of vocational agriculture was established 
in Lawrence High School in September, 1920, and it has been 
in continuous operation since that date. From its opening, to 
the summer of 1924, two different instructors served for sep- 
arate periods. Since August 1924 the present instructor has 
been in unbroken service. 
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_. Up to the present, the department has served just over 
240 enrolled students, exclusive of the present membership. 
Of this number, 36 have been tuition pupils from the neigh- 
boring town of Mashpee. All others have been Falmouth resi- 
dents. Fifteen of the 240 have died and contact with 20 others 
has temporarily been lost. The remaining ones can be ac- 
counted for through the check-up records, which are main- 
tained. 

Statistics show that the greatest number were served 
during and immediately following the depression years of the 
30’s. At that time, the enrollment was well above twenty. 
More recently easy employment and high wages have resulted 
in leading many away from agricultural inclinations. 

Down through the years, the department has had its 
Share of winners in local and state judging contests, prize 
speaking contests, and in the field of exhibits. 

A review of the alumni and ex-student list shows many of 
the former students set up in successful, self-owned busi- 
nesses, and others in positions or offices of major importance. 
The record is one of which we need not be ashamed. The 
future should show a continuation of worth while accom- 
plishments and a program of progress. 

The utilization of the already established greenhouse, 
and propagating facilities, on the recently acquired H. V. 
Lawrence Perennial Nursery property, should materially con- 
tribute to the effectiveness of the department. 

Landscaping and estate maintenance employment, and 
establishment in such services, rank very high, if not at the 
top, of our present agricultural opportunities. We should 
recognize this situation and extend our learning potentiali- 
ties in these fields. Such changes are essential to our con- 
tinued growth and services.

PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


The physical education program of Lawrence High School 
consists of instruction in a variety of activities, such as indi- 
vidual sports, individual conditioning exercises, gymnastics, 
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tumbling and team sports. In addition to the scheduled physi. 
cal education class, there is opportunity for participation and 
further enjoyment in the above activities in a supervised 
intramural program. At the present time, there are six hun- 
dred boys and girls participating in the physical education 
classes and activities. This number is doubled when you 
realize that each boy and girl in this group meets two times a 
week. 


The physical education program is further extended into 
a varsity program for those students who desire to become 
highly specialized. This highly specialized area can again 
be broken down into a senior and junior high program. Plans 
are for the program to be extended into the elementary grades 
in the very near future. 

At the present time, eight teachers are involved in the 
athletic set-up to handle approximately five hundred boys and 
girls. As is evidenced by the numbers now engaged in the ex- 
panding physical education and athletic programs—the phil- 
osophy of our department is “maximum participation”’. 


To my knowledge, there are a greater percentage of boys 
and girls participating in the varsity program of Lawrence 
High School today than at any other previous time.

THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
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The Elementary Schools 


THE VILLAGE HALL SCHOOL 


I hereby submit my report as School Principal for the 
year ending December 31, 1956. 

“We’re Growing Fast.” 

The Village - Hall School opened its doors this year to 
nearly eleven hundred pupils with thirty-two classroom 
teachers. Included in the school staff are two reading im- 
provement teachers and a speech therapist. The well recog- 
nized abilities of these teachers should give an impetus and 
cohesion to our school system. 

Our unit consists of: 6 sessions of kindergarten; 5 first 
grades; 4 second grades; 4 third grades; 3 fourth grades; 7 
fifth grades; 6 sixth grades. 

In all the classes in our school there have been interesting 
and original projects to stimulate interest in learning and 
to provide special learning opportunities for children with 
special interests—like art, music, creative writing, athletics, 
etc. These activities have been well reported regularly in 
the local papers. 

Some, more ambitious than others, cut across grade lines, 
and provide valuable opportunities for leadership and ex- 
periences in social relationships. 

Typical of such school projects is our school magazine. 
In the fall of 1954, a talented fourth grader created a class 
magazine with news from other fourth grades. A few other 
pupils joined in her efforts by reporting, typing and illustrat- 
ing. Some classes created music for the paper. By January 
1955 other classes were asked to participate and send repre- 
sentatives to meet with Mrs. Ella Leonard bi-monthly. Much 
discussion, planning, and voting was carried on at the 
meetings. A name, ‘The Junior Enterprise”, was chosen, and 
the children asked Mrs. Leonard to be their advisor. All 
meetings in 1955 were held after school. 
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This year meetings are held before school in the Cafe- 
teria. The Cafeteria is also used for the assembling and stap- 
ling by all representatives. 

We are very fortunate in having Miss Ogden and her 
classes take care of the duplicating, and Mr. Harper’s printing 
class, the covers. 

We believe that the pupils of the Village-Hall School ben- 
efit greatly from a cooperative undertaking like this. The 
children use many school subjects in preparing their reports, 
stories, poems and illustrations. Those who meet together 
have an opportunity to grow in a democratic atmosphere. 

I feel at present we have an outstanding group of loyal 
and able teachers, and I wish to take this opportunity to ex- 
press my appreciation to the staff, my secretary, the cus- 
todians, P. T. A., and parents for their very excellent coopera- 
tion in the past year.

THE EAST FALMOUTH AND TEATICKET SCHOOLS 


The most urgent problem this year at the East Falmouth 
and Teaticket Schols was overcrowded classrooms. Three 
classes at East Falmouth and one at Teaticket enrolled forty 
or more pupils. East Falmouth had two rooms each with two 
grades; one with grades one and two, the other with grades 
three and four. Teaticket had one classroom with a combina- 
tion of grades four and five. 

Membership in the overcrowded rooms at East Falmouth 
School was reduced to a maximum of thirty-two pupils, and 
the combination of grades one and two was changed to a 
straight grade two by transferring twenty-six first grade 
pupils to a newly created class at Teaticket. The existing 
grade one at Teaticket was reduced from forty-two to thirty- 
four pupils by transferring eight pupils to the new first grade 
which started on September 24th with a membership of 
thirty-four. The straight grade two at East Falmouth was re- 
duced from forty-one to thirty-two pupils by transferring 
nine pupils to the room which had been a combination of 
grades one and two before the transfers. The grade one pupils 
were sent to either Teaticket or the other grade one room at 
East Falmouth. 
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Membership in the East Falmouth and Teaticket kin- 
dergartens was made nearer equal by transferring thirteen 
East Falmouth pupils to Teaticket. The selection of pupils 
for the transfers of grade one and kindergarten was made 
upon a strictly geographical basis. All grade one pupils living 
west of the Old Meeting House Road and all kindergarten 
pupils living west of Vidal Acres were sent to Teaticket. 

In addition to the thirty-nine pupils transferred as men- 
tioned above, twenty other pupils living in the East Falmouth 
district have been attending the Teaticket School. As new 
pupils have moved into the East Falmouth area they have 
been assigned to classes in either East Falmouth or Teaticket 
School according to the discretion of the principal, with the 
approval of the superintendent, to equalize the size of classes 
in the two schools. 

East Falmouth now has one first grade teacher and two 
second grade teachers, next year two firsts and one second 
will be needed. Teaticket presently has two first grades and 
one second, next year it will be necessary to have two classes 
for both first and second grades. A room is available at Tea- 
ticket for this new grade. If the number of new pupils enter- 
ing does not exceed the number of pupils leaving, the maxi- 
mum size of classes should not exceed thirty-five. Each school 
now has a room with two grades: Teaticket’s combination 
being four and five, East Falmouth’s a combination of three 
and four. Next year double grades will not be required at 
Teaticket but East Falmouth will need the same grouping of 
grades three and four in one room. 

The principal wishes to thank the School Committee, 
Superintendent, teachers, parents, and others who helped to 
make these transfers successful.

THE WOODS HOLE SCHOOL 
Dramatic Participation in the Woods Hole School 


Dramatic participation helps boys and girls get as close 
as possible to certain realities that they cannot reach at first 
hand. There is a distinction betwen participating in a drama- 
tization and watching it. Both experiences are fruitful, but 
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the first is clearly more meaningful and immediate to the 
participant, for he actually takes part in a reconstructed 
experience. One who watches is not involved in any doing. 

The purposes of dramatization in the elementary school 

are: 

1. The reconstruction of an experience teaches the child 
as he reconstructs it. 

2. A second value may be a therapeutic one for the per- 
former. A self-conscious child may learn to take a 
role in which shyness is gradually reduced. 

3. It teaches boys and girls to work co-operatively in 
a group enterprise. 

4. There are technical gains such as diction, voice 
training, facial expression, and poise. 

Dramatization embraces the play, pageant, pantomime, 

tableau, and the puppet show. 

Some dramatizations that we believe have contributed 

to learning in the Woods Hole School classrooms are here 
included: 


The Circus 


Each spring, Grades 1 and 2 presents the Circus. Through 
the use of stories, pictures, books, and comments, interests in 
the circus is stimulated from the beginning of the school year. 
Marching, rhythm band and action records used during the 
year develop a readiness for skills needed in the performance. 
The class decides which animals to present, and which acts to 
try. Each child makes a Circus Animal Book, and clay models 
of the animals. In presenting the Circus, the children have the 
responsibility for making the announcements, and taking 
care of properties. Every child has some especial part in the 
whole performance as well as cooperating with the class in 
the opening march and the rhythm band. 


Christmas in Mexico 


After Grade 5 children had completed a unit of work 
about Mexico, they decided to write a Christmas play that 
would include a Mexican market place, a pinata party, a 
Bible choral reading, and a Nativity scene. 
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Many committees were formed. The Play Committee 
wrote the play and assigned parts to the nineteen children 
in the class. Language rules for capitalization, complete 
sentences, punctuation, use of quotation marks, and good 
paragraphing, learned earlier in the school year, were applied 
to the written story. The Mission Committee built a mission 
of cartons and poster painted it a pink stucco color. Mexican 
commodities were gathered by the Mexican Market Place 
Committee, and arranged in the open-air market. The Pin- 
ata Committee, constructed a dragon-like head from paper- 
mache and painted it with bright colors. A Nativity scene that 
included the manger on a ground of real grass and a back- 
ground of midnight blue cloth sky with the Star was set up 
by another group. A Costumes Committee designed the Mexi- 
can straw hats and helped classmates plan costumes. 


Finally invitations were carefully written, enclosed in 
folders, embossed with Mexican scenes, and delivered to 
parents. 

It was gratifying to note that the size of our audience 
showed a continuing parent interest in school activities. 

The children derived much pleasure from sharing with 
their parents and friends a play that they themselves had 
created. 

Both dramatic participation and observation seem to 


contribute to learning, and are valuable sensory aids when 
used well.

ART 


It is our privilege to submit to you the following infor- 
mation, as a part of the “Town Report”, concerning the ob- 
jectives, the activities, and the direction of the Art Depart- 
ment of the Falmouth School System: 


Objectives 
1. To familiarize the students with a variety of media, 
including crayons, pencils, water color, oil and tem- 
pera paints, clay, wood, cloth (sewing). 
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2. To encourage group activities in art whenever possible, 
such as the execution of murals, stage scenery, school 
displays, etc. 

3. To develop within the students a desire to be creative 
through the use of their imaginations and the exer- 
cises of their ingenuity. 

4. To make our pupils aware of the fact that art can 
be, and is, used in their daily living at home, at school, 
at church, at play. 

5. To make them aware that they are surrounded by 
beauty, both natural and man-made. 

We feel that by achieving these objectives, we will give 
the pupils, not only a good foundation in art, but also a crea- 
tive attitude that might well carry into their other areas of 
study. 

Classroom Data 

The Elementary Schools 

The Elementary Art Supervisor conducts the art lesson 
which consists of one period every two weeks. Her schedule 
calls for the teaching of five classes each day of the school 
week. The average number of pupils in the Elementary Art 
class is thirty-three. The total number of pupils receiving 
art instruction is approximately sixteen hundred and fifty. 
The Junior High School 

The Art Supervisor of the High School meets with the 
pupils one period each week, a total of thirteen periods. The 
average number of pupils in the Junior High art classes is 
thirty-two. The total number of pupils receiving art instruc- 
tion at this level is three hundred and seventy-six. 

The Senior High School 

The classes in art in the High School are on an elective 
basis. Pupils attend art classes from one to four periods each 
week. The total number of students receiving art instruction 
on the High School level is thirty-one. The Supervisor also 
conducts a commercial Art and Advertising Activity Club of 
eighteen members.

MUSIC 
The music department has set for itself three general 
aims: to stimulate interest in and knowledge about music; to 
provide good grounding in vocal skills; and to give to those 
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who choose elementary through advanced training in all 
orchestral instruments. 

Stimulating appreciation in the many phases of music 
starts in kindergarten and follows through high school. Our 
record library is in constant demand; “hi-fi” is now a familiar 
term; our visiting artists in paid assemblies are of a high 
caliber; and the concerts sponsored by the School Board and 
the John Crane Music Festival Association bring to our 
children the world’s finest music. The Cape Cod Music Fes- 
tival and our own school concerts all contribute in fostering 
music interest. 

Vocal Music starts in the kindergarten, and up to the 
third grade is taught by the rote method. From the third 
grade to the high school, in carefully planned graduated steps, 
music note reading and theory is taught in every classroom. 
Formal vocal organizations such as mixed chorus, a cappella 
choir, and glee club give students broader musical experience 
at various grade levels, from the sixth grade to the senior 
year of high school. Special classes, such as choral training 
class, offer talented students advanced study opportunities. 

Instrumental music instruction begins at the fourth grade 
and continues through high school. Instrumental instruction 
is offered as well as orchestra and band training in all schools. 
The New England Music Festival, The All State Concert 
Auditions and Regional Festivals are only a few of the super- 
ior organizations in which our students take part. 

The statistics below give an indication of the developing 
interest in music in our schools.

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HEALTH 


The activities of the Health Department fall into three 
overlapping fields: direct health services to children, health 
education, and maintenance of a healthy school environment. 
We feel that all of these activities should be closely related 
to the primary educational function of the schools. They 
should be an integral part of the edcational program and not 
a mere accessory. Our purpose is not only to keep the children 
as healthy as possible while they are in school, but, even more 
important, to develop in them knowledge, habits and atti- 
tudes conducive to healthful living after school days are over 
and to give them some understanding and appreciation of 
the functions of physicians and nurses. 

Efforts have been made during the past year to develop 
our program in conformity with this concept of school health. 
Endeavoring to promote an appreciation of the value of con- 
tinuity in medical care and health supervision, we have urged 
parents to have the periodic medical examinations of their 
children done by their family physician whenever possible. 
Each examination done in the schools is conducted exactly 
as it would be in a doctor’s office, and we try to make it an 
instructive and pleasant experience for the child. Parents 
of elementary school children are invited to attend the exam- 
ination and consult with the doctor. Parent attendance this 
year has been even better than last year and the interest 
and cooperation shown by these parents has been very en- 
couraging. 

This concept of school health obviously implies partici- 
pation in the program by all school personnel, and we are 
attempting by various means to make the teachers aware of 
their vital role in the program. Our new health record card 
is designed to facilitate the exchange of information between 
teachers and health personnel. Instructions have been pre- 
pared to guide teachers in the use of this record. A con- 
ference was held in the spring, attended by the superinten- 
dent, school principals, guidance personnel, physician, and 
nurse, to discuss the handling of children with emotional dis- 
turbances and behavior problems. It is planned to hold several 
of these conferences each year, bringing together for an ex- 
change of ideas people from inside and outside the schools 
who are concerned with some problem related to health, 
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such as physical education, the needs of handicapped children, 
etc. 

Miss Charlotte Holden, school nurse, retired in June after 
serving Falmouth children faithfully for thirty-one years, and 
this vacancy has not yet been filled. Actually, it should be 
considered as two vacancies, since with the rapid growth of 
the school population, the job has now become too big for 
one nurse to handle. In the meantime we are fortunate to 
have the very capable assistance of Miss Mary Susich, Barn- 
stable County Public Health Nurse, on a part time basis.

MAINTENANCE 


Following is the 1956 report of the Maintenance Depart- 
ment, which includes all Falmouth Public School Custodians, 
Maintenance Men and Athletic Field Man. 


In addition to the daily clean-up and varied operational 
problems confronting this Department, we completed or 
started the following: 


1. Maintenance and upkeep of all school grounds, shrub- 
bery beds, Athletic Field and Track. 


2. All school buildings received a thorough interior clean- 
ing and in most cases a paint touch-up where needed, 
during the summer recess. All school boilers were 
cleaned, tested and repaired, (if necessary) for con- 
formance to State safety regulations. 


3. Five classrooms and two utility rooms were refur- 
bished at Teaticket School. All outside masonry work 
was checked, (repointed where necessary) and water- 
proofed. Painting the outside wood trim of this build- 
ing was partially completed. 


4. One new classroom and two Remedial Reading rooms 
were renovated and equipped at the Hall School. Win- 
dow screens were made and installed on the Gymnas- 
ium of this building. 
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5. Addition of a partition, bookshelves and bulletin 
boards at Lawrence High School give each teacher 
additional shelf space and makes available a semi- 
private office for use of Guidance Personnel. 


I wish to thank everyone concerned who have helped 
in the tremendous task of upKeep and improvement that has 
been accomplished, and must be continued as this Department 


and the School Plant expand.

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Report of the Water and Sewer Commissioners 


We submit herewith for your approval our report of the 
activities of this department for the year 1956. 

At the annual election, Mr. George R. Thayer was re- 
elected to the Board of Water Commissioners for a three 
year term. The Board organized for the year with Mr. Thayer, 
Chairman; Mr. Ormond C. Ellery, Vice Chairman and Mr. 
Joseph R. Hall, Secretary. John W. Hughes was re-appointed 
Superintendent. 

This has been another busy year for our entire organi- 
zation although there was a reduction over the previous 
year in some categories. Receipts for the year totaled 
$161,680.27 a reduction of $4,420.89 from the previous year. 
There was a substantial reduction in receipts for excess 
water consumption but this was offset by revenue from new 
accounts. Bonded debt was reduced $47,000.00 and is now 
$530,000.00. The Town again paid the principal and interest 
on the 1954 Water Improvements loan. 

Maintenance was limited to essentials and hydrants 
received the bulk of attention. All were periodically in- 
spected and maintained in good operating condition. The 
painting program was also completed. A total of eleven 
leaks in mains from 2” to 10” were repaired during the year 
and several gate valves received attention. Road construc- 
tion work on Jones Road necessitated lowering of 163 ft. of 6” 
pipe. Approximately 3500 ft. of pipe was cleaned, which is 
far less than the minimum required to keep pace with this 
program. 

All equipment was maintained in good repair and a new 
one-ton truck was purchased for use on construction work. 
We will request funds in our budget to purchase a small 
trencher for use on service installations. This has been con- 
sidered for some time and it now appears the only practical 
solution to expedite this type of work. 
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New service installations dropped to 214 and 49 were re- 
newed, which follows quite closely the average for the last 
several years. Materials used on this type of work continued 
to increase in price although there was some indication 
prices may stabilize. 

A total of 12,369 ft. of main line pipe from 2” to 8” was 
installed with funds appropriated under special accounts 
and the usual Minor Extension account. The latter was in- 
creased to $15,000.00 at the Annual Town Meeting and ap- 
pears adequate for the purpose intended. All new mains 
were installed by our regular crews with rented equipment 
at a favorable unit cost. Nine new hydrants were installed, 
and the total now in use is 676. 


A contract was awarded to Pittsburgh-Des Moines Steel 
Co., the low bidder, for repairs to the Woods Hole standpipe 
which will involve replacing defective steel sheets and other 
repairs. The material for this job had not arrived by the 
end of the year and it will no doubt be late Spring before 
the project is completed. The entire structure will then be 
painted inside and outside. 


Samples of water from various points in the system 
were examined at regular intervals by both the Mass. Dept. 
of Public Health and a private laboratory. Treatment re- 
mained the same. using .25 PPM of chlorine and 2 PPM of 
Calgon. 


The corrosion study plant started last year was again 
set up and although considerable data has been obtained, 
there is nothing to date that would warrant a change in the 
present method of treatment. The experimental plant is 
now set up in the old engine room and may be continued 
during the winter months. This will enable us to carry on 
without interruption until more conclusive evidence is 
obtained. 


Long Pond water level reached a high of 54%4” on June 
4th, and a low of 241%” on January 3rd., both above the aver- 
age of the past several years and was due to the increase in 
rainfall. Last June a rainfall gauge was installed at Long 
Pond, and although conditions at this location are not ideal, 
the data obtained will be sufficiently accurate to be of value. 
The increase in rainfall resulted in a decrease in water 
pumped for the year to 459,431,800 gallons. This is 55 million 
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gallons less than the previous year and needless to say, there 
was no problem meeting the demand during the summer 
months. The peak day was July third when 3,302,800 gal- 
lons were pumped, and 19,446,500 gallons pumped during the 
week ending August fifth was the largest week. All pumping 
equipment was maintained in good condition, however a 
problem that gives us much concern developed when we at- 
tempted to obtain certain major repair parts for one of the 
Sterling gas engines. The manufacturer has not produced 
engines of this type for some time, and although minor re- 
pair parts have been available in the past, we determined 
it would require several months to obtain the parts ordered, 
and the price quoter] was considered excessive. Fortunately 
we obtained second hand parts which enabled us to put the 
engine in operation, however this unit cannot be considered 
reliable for our purposes. The new pumping station will re- 
lieve the burden on both of the gas engines, and no doubt 
we will continue them in operation as auxiliary units, how- 
ever, careful consideration must be given to the future of 
these engines. 


Studies of the system by our consultants, Whitman & 
Howard, started during the previous year were completed 
and a final report submitted. Reprints of this report were 
made available to interested citizens. The report not only 
analyzed the existing system, but also established pipe sizes 
for future extensions. Pertinent data was plotted and re- 
quirements for the next 25 years were estimated and pipe 
sizes determined. The total cost of the recommended im- 
provements was over a million dollars. Two articles were 
inserted in the June 19th Special Town Meeting warrant to 
bring this to the attention of the citizens. One article was 
for improvements of our pumping facilities, and the other 
for improvement of the distribution system. Favorable 
action was taken on the Pumping Station improvements and 
$60,000.00. transferred from available water department funds 
and authorization granted to borrow $90,000.00. The article 
for improvements to the distribution system was postponed 
to the next Annual Town Meeting. 

Plans for the new pumping station were not completed 
until late in the Fall. Bids for the pipe, fittings and valves 
needed for the suction and relocating of yard piping were 
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received in October and contracts awarded. Bids for the 
building and installation of suction main and yard piping 
were opened on November 23rd, and a contract was awarded 
to the low bidder, Vidal Construction Co., Inc., for the bid 
price of $74,400.00. Specifications for equipment were not 
completed by the end of the year and it will no doubt be 
late in January before we advertise for bids. 


The design of the new pumping station provides for a 
total of four pumps both electric and diesel. The initial 
installation will be a diesel capable of pumping about 2800 
GPM and additional units may be added as required. 


As pointed out on several occasions, the output of a 
pump is limited by the friction in the distribution system, and 
the new pumping station cannot be used to full advantage 
until larger mains are installed. From the data available, 
it would seem that the minimum needed to reduce the fric- 
tion head sufficient to enable the pumps to deliver the pre- 
dicted amount of water required in the near future, would 
be a large diameter main from the pumping station easterly 
to East Falmouth. The cost of this project would be about 
$450,000.00 and although it may be possible to curtail this 
slightly, we must emphasize that a feeder main of this type 
partially completed would be of little value. No doubt the 
growth of the Town and resulting demands on the water 
system will continue, and if we are to meet this increased 
demand for domestic consumption and maintain adequate 
fire protection, it will be necessary to spend large sums of 
money. We fully realize there are many factors involved and 
believe the taxpayers should carefully review the problem 
before making a decision. The water system can be as ade- 
quate or as inadequate as he cares to make it. 


WOODS HOLE SEWER 


The Betterment assessment totaling $39,663.75 certified 
to the Assessors late in 1955 was committed to the Tax Col- 
lector, and at the end of the year a total of $13,766.03 had 
been collected. A total of 149 accounts were billed of which 
about 61 paid in full and about 18 made a partial payment 
as provided by law. The vote passed at the Annual Town 
Meeting instructing the Selectmen to petition the legislature 
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for permission to reduce or discontinue the assessment has 
no doubt reduced collections. It is our understanding the 
proposed legislation is scheduled for action early in 1957. 

Sewer use charges were billed for the first time and a 
total of $2,088.35 was committed and collected. 

Three new connections were installed during the year 
making a total of 64 now in use. 

Corrosion problems in the pumping station have become 
more serious, and it was determined late in the year, the 
comminutor had deteriorated beyond repair and must be re- 
placed. Funds were not available for replacement of this unit 
and provisions will be made for a new unit in next year’s 
budget. A request will also be made for funds to study other 
improvements needed at the pumping station. This will in- 
clude metering of raw sewerage, replacement of the remain- 
ing ejector with a pump and corrosion control. 


MAIN STREET SEWER STUDY 


Under Article 20 of the 1956 Annual Town Meeting, it 
was voted “to instruct the Sewerage Commissioners to make 
an investigation and study of sewerage on Main Street, Fal- 
mouth, to report at the next Annual Town Meeting its find- 
ings and recommendations and to raise and appropriate 
$2500.00 for cost of said study.” 

We determined the disposal of sewerage in some sections 
of Main Street has been a problem for many years and stud- 
ies made on various occasions dating back to 1927. It appears 
the problem has become more critical and in several in- 
stances has been investigated by public health officials. In 
most cases the problem could be solved, no doubt, on an 
individual basis and temporarily alleviate polution of nearby 
water courses, however, health officials and sanitary en- 
gineers seem to agree the only satisfactory and permanent 
solution is a sewerage system. 

Whitman & Howard, consulting engineers, were engaged 
to study the problem and report their findings with prelim- 
inary design and estimates of the cost. It should be noted 
here, the vote passed by the Town limited the study to Main 
Street and the cost was estimated on this basis, however the 
design is such that it may be extended within the limitations 
of the drainage area. 
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There was not sufficient time available after receipt of 
the report, to study the financing and present it at this time, 
however, we are in the process of determining betterment 
assessments and the possibility of a Federal grant and when 
this data is completed, we will present an analysis of net 
cost, annual payments on bonds, and interest and approxi- 
mate affect on the tax rate. 

The text of this report follows our annual report. We 
believe either of the methods of disposal presented would be 
entirely satisfactory and proposed system of sewers would 
permanently solve the Main Street sewerage problem. It is 
our opinion the final decision must be based on the economics 
involved. 

In conclusion we wish to thank the various town officials 
and department heads for their co-operation, and to thank 
our entire organization for their fine support and loyalty.

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Engineer’s Report Main Street Sewerage Study 


January 8, 1957 


Water and Sewer Commissioners 
Town of Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


In accordance with our agreement we are pleased to 
submit the following report relative to the sewerage problem 
on Main Street in the business district. The report is based on 
investigations and studies made by this office. 


Existing Conditions 


In general, as we see the problem, the business district 
of Falmouth is now serviced by individual septic tanks, 
leaching fields, etc. which have in recent years become over- 
loaded due to excessive use and population increases, espe- 
cially during the summer months. The proximity of stores, 
office buildings and dwellings in this area leaves very little 
area for disposal of the sewage into the ground. Some areas 
are so saturated that sewage has been detected on the sur- 
face of the ground and nearby watercourses. This condition 
is, of course, a hazard to public health. 


Proposed Sewerage Systems 


With the apparent need for sewers along Main Street 
in the business district in mind, we will first discuss the 
disposal of sewage before expanding on the collecting sys- 
tem. 


Sewage collected at a point on Main Street can be dis- 
posed of by one of the following methods: 


a. Outfall Sewer. The sewage can flow by gravity, in a 
southerly direction to an underground station housing a 
comminuting machine and a bar screen, from there in a 
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pressure sewer and in an outfall sewer underwater to a 
point of discharge into Nantucket Sound. Due to the gen- 
eral flatness of the land and resulting lack of head, the 
station mentioned must be located at an elevation higher 
than the beach area so that pumping will not be required. 
This method will be explained hereinafter in more detail 
under Method “A”. 


b. Sewage Treatment Plant via Gravity Sewers. The sew- 
age can flow by gravity to a sewage treatment plant, with 
final disposal of treated sewage into the ground, one of the 
inland bodies of water, or Nantucket Sound. The only feas- 
ible direction of a gravity sewer would be in a southerly 
direction to a residential section of Falmouth. This area is 
not recommended for a sewage treatment plant due to the 
proximity of houses and the high cost of the required land 
takings and will, therefore, receive no further consideration 
in this report. 


c. Sewage Treatment Plant via Force Main. The sewage 
can flow by gravity to a pumping station located near Main 
Street and from there can be pumped to a sewage treatment 
plant located in a more secluded section of Falmouth. Final 
disposal of treated sewage will be into the ground. This 
method will be explained hereinafter in more detail under 
Method “B”. 


Proposed Collecting Systems 

The immediate requirements are for sewers and service 
connections along Main Street from Hewins Street to Nye 
Road, along Palmer Avenue from Main Street to State High- 
way, and along State Highway from Palmer Avenue to Depot 
Street, as shown on Plate 6 (Method A) and Plate No. 7 
(Method B). The disposal of sewage is different for the two 
methods presented. It must be noted that the sewers under 
Method A can be extended to include drainage areas Nos. 
1 to 23 inclusive, and that the sewers under Method B can 
be extended to include drainage areas Nos. 1 to 14 inclusive. 
These drainage areas are shown on the above mentioned 
plans. 


Anticipated sewage flows from drainage areas Nos. 1 
and 2 were based on metered water consumption of services 
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on Main Street from Hewins Street to Nye Road, and were 
measured for a two-week period between July 2 and July 
16, 1956. Sewage flows from drainage areas Nos. 3 to 23 in- 
clusive are based on estimated population intensities from 
a direct aerial photograph of the areas involved. All areas 
are rated for population intensity, a sanitary flow of 100 
gallons per capita per day, with reasonable allowances for 
population increase and infiltration. All flows are tabulated 
on Plate No. 1 which is self-explanatory. 


To provide self-cleaning velocities all piping should be 
laid at grades which will provide a minimum velocity of 
two feet per second when flowing full or half full. Lateral 
sewers should be designed to flow no more than half full at 
twice the average flow on the maximum day, while inter- 
ceptors should flow no more than half full for 125 per cent 
of the average flow on the maximum day. Sewers may be 
either vitrified clay pipe with bituminous compound joints 
or asbestos-cement pipe with standard rubber-sealed coup- 
lings. 


METHOD A 
In General 


The proposed sewerage system designated as Method A 
will consist of gravity sewers, service connections, a dis- 
charge station housing a bar screen and a comminuting 
machine, a pressure sewer, and an outfall sewer into Nan- 
tucket Sound. A more detailed description of the above men- 
tioned units is as follows: 


1. The collecting system for immediate requirements will 
consist of approximately 17,900 linear feet of sewers in 8-, 
10-, 12-, 15-, and 18-inch sizes, and will be as shown on 
Plate No. 6. The sewers will be in streets previously men- 
tioned, with the low point at the intersection of Main Street 
and Shore Street, and will extend along Shore Street to the 
vicinity of the intersection of Shore Street and Clinton 
Avenue. These sewers have been sized and can be laid at 
grades and elevations so that the system can be extended 
to include the remaining drainage areas shown. Gravity sew- 
ers draining directly to the discharge station are Areas 1 to 
14 inclusive and Areas 17 and 18. It must: be noted that 
Areas 15 and 16, and Areas 19 to 23 inclusive, can be drained 
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to a future pumping station located near the intersection 
of Clinton Avenue and Scranton Avenue, and from there 
can be pumped to the discharge station. Area 23 will require 
an inverted siphon under Inner Harbor to drain the area to 
this future pumping station. 


The collecting system will also require approximately 
4,000 linear feet of 6-inch service connections to sewer all 
adjacent services. The service connections mentioned will 
extend from the sewer to the street line only. 


2. The Underground discharge station will be located near 
the intersection of Shore Street and Clinton Avenue. It will 
be located at an elevation high enough so that sufficient 
head above sea level can be maintained without unneces- 
sary flooding of the station or the gravity sewers. The main 
function of this station is to house the comminutor and 
the bar screen. The comminutor will grind the normal solid 
material in the sewage so that it can be readily dispersed 
into Nantucket Sound. The bar screen will protect the com- 
minutor from clogging due to hard solid material or rags. 
The discharge station will be an underground structure, 
located at the side of the traveled way and will, in general, 
be arranged and sized as shown on Plate No. 8. 


3. The pressure sewer will extend from the discharge sta- 
tion along Shore Street to the beach, and will be 24 inches 
in diameter. It has been sized to accommodate all flows from 
drainage areas Nos. 1 to 23 inclusive. Since this sewer will 
be under hydrostatic pressure, it will be either cast iron or 
asbestos-cement pipe. 


4. The outfall sewer will extend from the beach area near 
the end of Shore Street underwater into Nantucket Sound. 
It will be 24 inches in diameter, sufficient to handle all flows 
from drainage areas Nos. 1 to 23 inclusive. In order to dis- 
charge sewage into approximately 20 feet of water, it will 
be necessary to extend this sewer for a distance of about 
2,400 feet into Nantucket Sound. A standard flexible joint 
type pipe will be required. Joints shall be made using stand- 
ard accessories suitable for salt water installation.

METHOD B 


In General 


The proposed sewerage system designated as Method B 
will consist of gravity sewers, service connections, pumping 
station, a force main from the pumping station to the 
sewage treatment plant, a sewage treatment plant located 
about 1,200 feet northwest of the intersection of Route 28 
and Brick Kiln Road and adjacent to Old Mill Road, con- 
sisting of a sedimentation-digestion tank, dosing tank, sand 
filter beds, and control building. The flow diagram of this 
system is shown on Plate No. 2. A more detailed description 
of the above-mentioned units is as follows: 


1. The collecting system for immediate requirements will 
consist of approximately 5,900 linear feet of gravity sewers 
in 8-, 10-, 12-, and 15-inch sizes, and will be as shown on 
Plate No. 7. These sewers shall be in streets previously men- 
tioned, with the low point near Town Hall, and from there 
will drain to the pumping station. These sewers have been 
sized and can be laid at grades and elevations so that the 
system can be extended to include the remaining drainage 
areas shown. The collecting system also will require approx- 
imately 3,000 linear feet of 6-inch service connections to 
sewer all adjacent services. The service connections men- 
tioned will extend from the sewer to the street line only. 
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2. The pumping station will be located behind the Town 
Hall and adjacent to Shivericks Pond. This site, in general, 
was selected because it is the low point for the areas involved. 
A logical location for this station would be in the corner of 
the parking area adjacent to the Police Station. The size 
and type of structure will be as shown on Plate No. 8 with 
equipment arranged as indicated. 


Based on initial installation of sewers as previously 
mentioned, this station should be designed for a pumping 
capacity of at least 200 gallons per minute. With such a low 
pumping rate required it is recommended that in order to 
provide an adequate factor of safety, two pumps, each with 
300 gallons per minute capacities, be installed. Anticipating 
future expansion of this system, the station will be designed 
for a maximum capacity of 1,200 gallons per minute. With 
a pumping capacity of 600 gallons per minute the station will 
be operating at about one-half of future maximum capac- 
ity, which will be adequate for initial flows plus some fu- 
ture extensions. Enough room will be allowed for two ad- 
ditional pumps along with piping connections for future use. 
Pumps will be non-clog, vertical motor supporting type, 
activated by float controls. 


Since this station is located in the business district it is 
recommended that an emergency power plant be provided 
for use during periods of power failure. This power plant 
will be a manual-start, automatic-control, gasoline engine 
driven generator type plant. As an additional precaution 
it is recommended that a high-water alarm system be con- 
nected to the nearby Police Station to indicate emergency 
conditions. 


As protection for pumping equipment and for more effi- 
cient operation of the sewage treatment plant a commin- 
uting machine together with a bar screen will be installed 
in the concrete channel over the wet well. The comminuting 
machine and bar screen both will protect the pumping 
equipment from possible clogging, while the comminuting 
machine will increase the efficiency of the sedimentation 
process at the sewage treatment plant. 


3. Force main. In a system which depends on operation of 
pumping stations, the design’of force mains with adequate 
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capacities for future pumping rates is of prime importance. 
As this is part of the system which will outlast the pumping 
equipment, it is important that the sizes chosen be such that 
any future increase in pumping capacities will not cause low 
pumping efficiencies or the necessity of installing an addi- 
tional force main. It also is equally important to select sizes 
which will allow for probable reduction of carrying capaci- 
ties with increased age of the mains. 


Since this force main will be in the vicinity of 3% 
miles in length, gate valves will be located at predetermined 
control points so that any leak or rupture can be isolated. 
With this arrangement the necessity of draining excessive 
amounts of sewage during repairs will be eliminated, and 
expense and inconvenience kept to a minimum. 


Automatic blow-off valves will be required at all high 
points in the force main in order to expel any air which 
may be trapped at those points. With this arrangement the 
full capacity of the force main can be maintained automat- 
ically. 


The force main will be 16-inch and will discharge di- 
rectly into the sedimentation-digestion tank. It will have a 
by-pass connected to the dosing tank and the sand filter 
bed distribution main so that the flow can by-pass the 
sedimentation-digestion tank, the dosing tank, or both. 


4, The sedimentation-digestion tank, which is common- 
ly known by the trade name “Clarigester”’, is a unit which 
combines the two essential phases of sewage treatment, 
namely, the sedimentation and the digestion processes. The 
upper portion of the circular tank is the sedimentation com- 
partment and is furnished with weirs, baffles, motor driven 
rake arms, and skimmer. The lower portion of the tank is 
the digestion compartment and is furnished with super- 
natant overflow, gas equipment, motor driven rake arms, 
and scum breaker. 


The ultimate design of the sewage treatment plant will 
require two Clarigesters, one with 28-foot diameter and one 
with 35-foot diameter—each having a total side water depth 
of about 18 feet. These units are sized to provide a detention 
period of 2.5 hours and a per capita sludge volume of 2.7 
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cubic feet. It is recommended that the 28-foot diameter 
Clarigester be provided in the initial installation. This unit 
will handle approximately 39 per cent of the total design 
flow and will be adequate for initial flows plus some future 
extensions. The general arrangement of the Clarigester is 
shown on Plate No. 5. 


5. The dosing tank will apply settled sewage to the sand 
filter beds in predetermined doses utilizing an automatic 
siphon to obtain this result. This unit has been found to 
increase the efficiency of sand filter beds which are “dosed” 
as compared to sand filter beds which receive a steady flow 
of sewage. It will be an underground concrete structure, ap- 
proximately 28-feet square and 9 feet deep, housing a 14- 
inch automatic siphon. Although the immediate flows to 
the dosing tank will not require a tank of the size men- 
tioned, it is more economical in this case, to provide a dosing 
tank to handle ultimate design flows. 


6. The sand filter beds will, in general, be arranged as 
shown on Plate No. 3. Beds A to F inclusive are designated 
for initial installation, being sufficient to accommodate 
about 40 per cent of the total design flow. 


Percolation tests were made and test trenches dug at 
the plant site, the locations being shown on Plate No. 3 and 
the log of test trenches shown on Plate No. 4. These tests 
were made to determine the allowable volumetric loading 
which, on the day of maximum flow, is about 67,000 gallons 
per acre per day. At this rate, under normal conditions, 
there will not be an effluent from the sand filter beds; al- 
though there will be underdrains installed in the beds in 
case they may be needed in the future. If required in the 
future one effluent line can be run to discharge into Great 
Pond. 


Each sand filter bed will be provided with at least two 
valved connections to the dosing tank and earth embank- 
ment sides. Ramps will be provided from the access road to 
all beds so that trucks and farm equipment may be utilized 
during cleaning operations. Each bed need only be stripped 
of all topsoil and leveled to predetermined elevations con- 
forming to the hydraulics of the distribution main to afford 
a suitable dosing surface. 
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7. The sludge drying beds will be constructed in a manner 
Similar to the sand filter beds. Sludge from the digestion 
compartment will be applied under hydrostatic pressure 
directly to these beds. Although all beds shown on Plate No. 
3 will not be required for the initial installation, the ad- 
vantages of a more flexible operation of these beds will ex- 
ceed the relatively small cost of installing the extra beds, 
therefore, it is recommended that all beds be provided in 
the initial installation. 

8. The control building will house the electrical con- 
trols for the sedimentation-digestion tank, chlorinator and 
scales, and will serve as general storage for maintenance 
equipment. Because of the location of this building it can 
be of plain, simple construction with poured concrete founda- 
tion and roof, and concrete block walls. It is estimated that 
a building approximately 20 feet square will be ample to 
serve its intended use. The building will be partitioned to 
provide a chlorination room, and a control, storage and tool 
room.

Summary 


For your consideration two sewerage systems have been 
presented, Method A—having a total cost of $530,000 and 
Method B—having a total cost of $595,000. It must be noted 
that Method A will require less maintenance than Method B; 
also, Method A will cost $65,000 less to construct than Method 
B. 


Method A sewage disposal will be in the ocean about 
one-half mile from the public beaches, while Method B sew- 
age disposal will be into the ground at a remote location. 


Conclusion 


We wish to express our appreciation to the Town repre- 
sentatives for their help in obtaining flow data, in soil test- 
ing, and for miscellaneous information—all an essential part 
of this report. Their willing cooperation has enabled us to 
present a report with a Knowledge that all of the factors for 
the best interest of the Town’s future have been duly con- 
sidered.

Section 1. Increase annual limit to $15,000.00 (1956 Annual 73) 


Article VII. GENERAL, page 5 


Delete Section 1 and add to By-Law, Conduct of Town Meetings on 
page seven as Section 8. (1956 Dec. Sp. 13) 


Delete Section 5 and substitute the following: 


Section 5. On all town work for the performance of which com- 
petitive bids are received, the award of the contract shall be to the lowest 
responsible and eligible bidder and the awarding authority shall reserve 
the right to reject any and all bids and to waive any informality in a bid 
if it be in the public interest to do so; preference to be given to citizens 
when bids or bid conditions are nearly or substantially the same.

2. NOTICE AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS 


Section 1. 


(a) The Annual Town Meeting shall be held on the 
second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February but 
that portion of said meeting held for the election of town 
officers shall take place on the succeeding Tuesday, except 
however that in any year in which said succeeding Tuesday 
shall occur on Washington’s Birthday such election shall be 
held on February 23rd. 


(b) Notice of every Town Meeting shall be given by 
posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every post office in 
the Town and by publishing in a newspaper printed in the 
Town at least thirty days before the time appointed for the 
Annual Town Meeting and at least twenty-one days before 
any Special Town Meeting. Such further notice of any Town 
Meeting may be given as the Selectmen deem proper. 


(c) Not less than seven days notice shall be given before 
the warrant is closed to articles. 


Section 2. The selectmen shall cause to be published in 
the local newspaper at least seven days before any special 
town meetings the recommendations and estimates of all com- 
mittees (except the finance committee) relating to the expen- 
diture of money, upon which action is to be taken. 

Section 3. 


(a) The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for ap- 
propriations shall be grouped together in the warrant and 
those articles referred from previous town meetings shall 
take an early place in the warrant. 

(bo) All articles requiring more than a majority vote 
for favorable action, shall be placed in the warrant next fol- 
lowing the articles referred from previous Town Meetings. 
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Section 4. 


(a) The stage and that portion of the auditorium for- 
ward of a row to be designated by the Moderator and to be 
kept vacant shall be reserved for the use of the duly quali- 
fied Representative Town Meeting Members and for desig- 
nated officers and aids of the Meeting. All other persons shall 
use seats behind the vacant row or in the gallery. 


(b) If any town meeting member rises in his place and 
questions a “yea and nay” vote, without further discussion a 
hand vote shall be taken. 


Section 5. No evening session of a town meeting shall 
continue after eleven o’clock except upon the affirmative vote 
of two-thirds of the town meeting members then present, 
and in no event shall consideration of a new article be begun 
after twelve o’clock midnight. 


Section 6. Long or complicated motions, and other 
motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to the 
moderator in writing. 


Section 7. No vote involving the expenditure of any sum 
of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at which 
it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move such 
reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the passage 
of such vote and also the time when the notice of reconsider- 
ation is given. 


Section 8. Atany town meeting when special committees 
are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed naming the 
compensation of the committee and also the sum of money 
for expenses of such committee, otherwise the selectmen shall 
not draw orders on the treasurer for either services or 
expenses. 


3. THE PLANNING BOARD, Page 8 


Statutory references in sections 2 and 10 revised to conform with 
legislative changes as follows: 


Section 2. The duties of such board shall be such as are stated in 
Chapter 41 of the General Laws, Sections 81B to 81GG inclusive and 
further to consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials, departments or committees of the Town, or 
upon its own initiative. (1956 Annual 108) 


Section 10. The board of appeals under the Zoning By-Law of Fal- 
mouth shall constitute a board of appeals under Sections 81Z and 81AA 
of General Laws, Chapter 41. 
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4. ZONING BY-LAW 


Page 9, statutory references in Section 1, revised: 


Section 1. PURPOSE 


To promote the health, safety, morals, convenience and general wel- 
fare of its inhabitants, to lessen the danger from fire, congestion and 
confusion, and to improve and beautify the town under and pursuant 
to the provisions of General Laws, Chapter Forty A, and all additions 
and amendments thereto, the use, construction, repair, alteration and 
area of buildings and structures and the use of premises in the Town of 
Falmouth are hereby restricted and regulated as hereinafter provided. 


(1956 Annual 54) 


Page 9, Section 2(f) add “apartment hotel” after hotel so that the 
sections so amended will read as follows: Section 2(f). Hotel, apartment 
hotel, or Lodging House: A hotel, apartment hotel or lodging house is a 
building erected for and/or used for paying guests, permanently or tran- 
siently, where over five (5) bed rooms are used for such purposes. 

(1956 Annual 39) 


Page 10, Section 3 (3) Delete “Institutional” and substitute the words 
“Public Use”. (1956 Annual 58) 


Page 10, Section 4(3) add “apartment hotels” after hotels so that the 
section so amended will read as follows: 
“Section 4 (3). Boarding and lodging houses, hotels, apartment hotels, 
and tea rooms subject to the provisions of Section 21.” 
(1956 Annual 39) 


Page 11, delete the present Section 6 and substitute the following: 


Section 6. PUBLIC USE DISTRICTS 


In any Public Use District subject to the provisions of Section 17 & 
18, no building or structure and no alteration, enlargement or extension 
of an existing building or structure shall be designed, arranged and/or 
constructed, and no land, buildings or parts thereof shall be used ex- 
cept for one or more of the following purposes: 


1. Any purpose permitted under Sections 4 and 5, subject, as stated 
in Sections 4 and 5, to the provisions of Section 21. 


2. All municipal purposes of the town, county, or commonwealth, 
including the administration of government, parks, playgrounds, recre- 
ation buildings, town forests, watershed, water towers and reservoirs, 
beaches, wharfs, landings, fire and police stations and armories; 

3. Churches, parish houses, schools, libraries, museums, hospitals and 
sanitoria, educational, research and philanthropic institutions, passenger 
stations and cemeteries; provided that dormitories, lodging houses, apart- 
ments, cafes, lecture rooms and research laboratories shall be only such 
as are owned or operated by a duly chartered educational or research 


institution; 
4. Building set-backs in business zones, and set-backs of business 
zoned from public ways. 


All buildings shall conform with this by-law and with other laws, 
except that buildings may be three stories and not over fifty feet high. 


(1956 Annual 57) 
Page 11, Section 7(1) Delete the word “Institutional” and substitute 
the words “Public Use.” (1956 Annual 58) 
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Page 14, Section 16 Delete the word “Institutional” and substitute the 
words “Public Use.” (1956 Annual 58) 


Page 15, Section 17 add following paragraph: 


(f) No sign, banner or other advertising device shall be erected or 
maintained which hangs or extends over a public way, sidewalk or way 
in which the public has a right of access. 

This provision shall not apply to signs fastened flush to walls of buildings 
nor to street name signs nor to signs or devices erected by the Town, 
County or Commonwealth for the direction of traffic. (1956 Annual 27) 


Not a part of the Zoning By-Law, but a vote adopted by the Town 
Meeting at the time of the above amendment, is the following: 


Voted that the Town requests the Selectmen to issue no further per- 
mits for signs, banners or other advertising devices which will hang or 
extend over any public way, sidewalks or way in which the public has a 
right to access and to revoke all such permits on or before December 31, 
1955. (1956 Annual 28) 


Page 16, Section 21 add “Apartment hotel’ after hotel so that the 
first sentence as amended will read as follows: 


Section 21, No permit for an apartment house, billboard, boarding or 
lodging house, hotel, apartment hotel, or for the place of business of any 
blacksmith, builder, carpenter contractor, ice house, mason, plumber, 
roofer, tinsmith, telephone exchange, upholsterer, undertaker or for any 
mentioned use under heads 8, 9 and 10, Section 8 and paragraph 5 of 
Section 7, or for anything permitted only under Section 9, shall be granted 
by the Building Inspector except with the written approval of the Select- 
men as provided in this section. (1956 Annual 39) 


Page 17, Section 26 Statutory references revised 


Section 26. APPEALS 


Any person aggrieved by the refusal of the Building Inspector to 
issue a permit under the provisions of this by-law, or by a decision of 
the Building Inspector made under the provisions of this by-law, may 
appeal under the provisions of Chapter 40A of the General Laws. 


(1956 Annual 55) 


Page 19, Board of Appeals, section number added and statutory refer- 
ence revised 


Section 33. BOARD OF APPEALS 


There shall be a Board of Appeals of three members and two associ- 
ate members appointed by the Selectmen as provided in Section 14 of 
Chapter 40A of the General Laws as amended, which Board of Appeals 
shall have the powers and duties prescribed in said Chapter.

5. REGULATIONS GOVERNING SUBDIVISIONS 


The 1956 revisions completely renumbered the sections. 
Only sections or paragraphs which were amended during the 
year are printed here. For the full text see the 1956 Supple- 
ment to the Falmouth By-Laws. 


Preamble 

These subdivision regulations have been adopted pur- 
suant to Section 81Q of Chapter 41 of the General Laws and 
are published to assist land owners and developers in com- 
plying with the provisions of the Subdivision Control Law 
(Ch. 41, Sec. 81K-81GG). Reference should be made to that 
statute, to the Zoning Enabling Act (Ch. 40A) and to the 
Zoning By-Law of the Town of Falmouth for applicable pro- 
visions not set out in these regulations. For the purpose of 
these regulations, a subdivision is defined as the division of 
a tract or parcel of land into two or more lots in such a man- 
ner as to require the provision of one or more streets for the 
purpose of sale or development of the lots within said tract 
or parcel of land (Ch. 41, Sec. 81L). 


SUBMISSION AND APPROVAL OF PLANS 


Section 1. General 

Any person wishing to record at the Registry of Deeds a 
plan of land within the Town of Falmouth shall first submit 
a plan of such land to the Planning Board, so that the Plan- 
ning Board may determine whether or not its approval under 
the provisions of the Subdivision Control Law is required, 
and if determined not to be required to endorse such deter- 
mination on a Definitive Plan. 


Section 3. Filing Fees 

The fee for filing Preliminary Plans and plans for which 
Planning Board approval is not required shall be one dollar 
($1.00) each. 

The filing fee for filing plans for which a hearing and 
Planning Board approval is required shall be sufficient to pay 
the established charges for publication of the legal notices of 
the hearing and for sending notices to all abuttors by regis- 
tered mail, but not less than ten ($10.00) dollars; except that 
fees paid within the preceding sixty days for filing a Pre- 
liminary Plan of the same land or a plan for which Planning 
Board approval was thought not to be required shall be credi- 
ted toward the larger fee. 


Section 4. Owner must be Present 

The Planning Board shall not consider any preliminary 
or definitive plan submitted to it unless the owner of the prop- 
erty and/or his authorized representative is present at the 
submission of the Preliminary Plan and at the hearing on 
the Definitive Plan. 
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Section 8. Procedure for Securing Approval of Plans. 


(1) Plans thought not to require Planning Board ap- 
proval under the provisions of Section 81P shall be filed with 
its Clerk in the Building Commissioner’s office. The applicant 
Shall file an original drawing on “surveyor’s linen” and three 
prints of the Definitive Plan. Plans so filed two days or more 
before the date of any regular or special meeting of the Plan- 
ning Board will be considered at such meeting. 


(2) Plans which require approval of the Planning Board 
shall be filed with its Clerk in the Building Commissioner’s 
office not less than fourteen days before the date of the meet- 
ing of the Planning Board at which the hearing on such plans 
will be held. The subdivider shall file an original drawing on 
“surveyor’s linen” and three prints of the Definitive Plan. 
After such plans are so filed, they shall not be returned to 
the subdivider or altered in any way without the permission 
of the Chairman or Secretary of the Planning Board until 
after the hearing, otherwise they shall be considered to have 
been withdrawn. 


Section 9. Contents of Definitive Plan 


The Definitive Plan shall be prepared by a competent 
engineer or surveyor and shall be clearly and legibly drawn 
in black India Ink upon tracing cloth in suitable overall di- 
mensions. The drawing shall be at a scale of one inch to 
each fifty feet or such scale as the Board may prescribe as 
being adequate to show details clearly. 

The Definitive Plan shall contain the following informa- 
tion: 

(4) Existing and proposed lines of streets, ways, lots, 

easements, building lines, and public areas within 
the plan. 


(7) Location, names and present width of adjacent 
streets; location of all swamp, marsh, lowland and 
other low-lying areas; and, when subdivision is 
adjacent to or affected by tidewater, it shall show 
five (5) foot contours with mean sea level as 0, and 
shall run from 0 to 10 feet. 


(9) The proposed names of proposed streets shall be 
entered on plans and profiles in pencil only until 
they have been approved by the Board. No proposed 
name shall duplicate any present street name with- 
in the Town unles it is an extension of the same 
street. 


(10) The location of any existing building situated with- 
_in twenty-five feet of any existing or proposed way 
or lot line; and if less than all the owner’s parcel 
is being subdivided, the plan shall show the size 
and shape of the remaining land. 
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(11) A certificate by the surveyor or engineer that the 
plan has been prepared in accord with these regu- 
lations and the accuracy standards prescribed by 
the Massachusetts Land Court for comparable prop- 
erty in substantially the following form: 


“T hereby certify that this plan was made in accord 
with the Falmouth Subdivision Regulations with 
Land Court standards of accuracy, and that the 
permanent points shown on the plan are in exis- 
tance on the ground.” 


Surveyor or Engineer 


(12) It is suggested that the outer lines bounding a 
subdivision or the division of a lot or tract be shaded 
in color on the original drawing, to direct attention 
to the subject matter of the plan. 


REQUIREMENTS OF AN APPROVED SUBDIVISION 


Section 12. Suitability of the Land 

No plan of a subdivision of land for residential use shall 
be approved unless, after adequate investigation, the Board 
determines that the land can be used for residential purposes 
without danger to health, and that the plan is compatible 
with neighboring conditions.

SALARY ADMINISTRATION. BY-LAW 


Section 15. The Personnel Board, first sentence amended before 
adoption to read as follows: “There shall be a Personnel Board to ad- 
minister the Salary Administration Plan, said Board to be appointed by 
the Moderator, consisting of five voters who are not employees of the 
town or serving the town regularly in any elective or appointive capacity 
other than Town Meeting Members; provided, however, that these eligi- 
bility provisions .. . etc.

TAXI CAB AND TAXI STAND REGULATIONS 


Section 1. No person or business organization owning or having 
charge of any taxi cab or taxi cabs shall allow the same to remain stand- 
ing on any. public way within Falmouth to solicit passengers or for hire, 
except in the places hereinafter designated as taxi cab stands, and then 
only upon being authorized so to do by a permit therefor issued by the 
Board of Selectmen, and in accordance with the following specific regu- 
lations:— 


Section 2. The following places on Main Street in Falmouth Village, 
so called, are hereby designated to be used as taxi stands, namely, those 
spaces on the Northerly side of said Main Street which are in front of 
the Town Hall and adjoin the curb or sidewalk located between the en- 
trance and exit of the circular way on the Town Hall property, provided, 
however, that but one permit shall be issued for but one taxi location 
or stand and for but one enumerated or designated taxi of one person 
or of one business organization; any one of whom holding such permit 
being entitled to move into and occupy the space or spaces, if any, which 
may be vacated by others holding such permits. 


Section 3. Any violation of the foregoing regulations shall be subject 
to a fine of $20.00 for each violation.

Article I. TOWN MEETINGS 

Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any other motions 
which he shall so request, shall be presented to the moderator in writing. 

Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of any sum of money 
shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at which it is passed, unless 
public notice of the intention to move such reconsideration be given with- 
in thirty minutes of the passage of such vote. The town clerk shall note 
in writing the passage of such vote and also the time when the notice 
of reconsideration is given. 

(Note: See also By-Laws 1 and 2 regarding Town Meetings) 


Article II. ANNUAL TOWN REPORT 

Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 

(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and committees having 
the control or expenditure of the town’s money, including a list of all in- 
debtedness against their departments, which does not appear in their 
financial statement. 

(b) A report of all town meetings held during the year, including the 
articles of the warrant and the action of the meeting thereon. 

(c) Reports or abstracts of reports, of all special committees made at 
any meetings held during the year, together with any action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions passed. 


(d) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes relating to the 
Town’s business and all amendments thereof, adopted since the preceding 
Annual Town Report. (1955 Annual 2) 


Article III. SELECTMEN 


Section 1. The selectmen shall have a general oversight of all town 
affairs, whether conducted by special boards or not; and have the right 
to make any suggestions for the better conduct of the department, board 
or committee, and if such recommendations are not heeded, they shall 
make a record of the same in the annual town report, that the town may 
take such action as seems best. 

Section 2. The Selectmen shall appoint suitable persons to the of- 
fices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, public weighers, fence 
viewers and field drivers. 
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Section 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen to purchase for the 
several boards or committees, except water commissioners, oil, coal and 
fuel oil. The various boards and committees shall, on or before July 1 
in each year (or earlier if required by the selectmen) send in writing to 
the board of selectmen the estimated amount of oil, coal and fuel oil re- 
quired for the use of their respective departments or committees for one 
year. The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, adver- 
tise for bids to furnish the required amount of oil, coal and fuel oil, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contractor 
for oil, coal and fuel oil shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory to the 
selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter of the total con- 
tract) for the faithful performance of his contract. 


(Note: See also vote VII (6) regarding bids and

Section 4. The selectmen shall include in their annual report to the 
town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past year and 
recommendations of the selectmen for future requirements. 


(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all suits to 
which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of the cir- 
cumstances and the standing of each case at the time of the report. 


(c) A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the year, the 
length and width, cost of construction and amount of land damages in 
each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


Article IV. WATER COMMISSIONERS 


Section 1. The water commissioners are authorized and directed to 
make minor extensions of water mains when, in their judgment, such 
action would be for the interest of the town, the cost of such extensions 
to be paid from the funds in their hands, provided that not more than 
fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) be expended on such extension in any 
one year. 


(Note: See also By-Law 12 regarding Guarantees) 


Article V.§ HIGHWAY SURVEYOR 


Section. 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to award con- 
tracts for building new roads. 


Article VI. TRANSPORTATION 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth shall receive 
any compensation for transportation within the limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any koard, paid or un- 
paid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town of Falmouth on 
official business connected with the duties of his office, he shall be en- 
titled to receive pay on the following basis: If he travels by rail or by 
water, he shall be allowed the amount of his fare; if he travels by motor 
vehicle, he shall be allowed at the rate of eight (8) cents per mile of 
travel. 
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Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automobile or truck 
any laborers employed by any department of the Town, (a) the expense 
incurred shall be charged in as “transportation of labor’; (b) all charges 
for transportation of labor shall be made on the basis of so much per 
hour or per day for the. actual time consumed by the conveyance in trans- 
porting the labor; (c)°all expenses for transportation of labor shall be 
charged against the appropriation for that particular work on which the 
transported laborers are employed. 


Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town and 
carrying one or more laporers whose work is connected directly with the 
operation of the truck, or any apparatus or materials carried by the truck, 
shall be charged under “trucking” at so much per hour or day, and shall 
not be entitled to any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


Article Vil. GENERAL 


Section 1. At any town meeting when special committees are ap- 
pointed or elected a vote shall be passed naming the compensation of the 
committee and also.a sum of money for expenses of such committee, 
otherwise the selectmen shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either 
services or expenses. 

(Note: See also By-Laws 1 and 2 regarding Town Meetings) 


Section 2. All departments are authorized and empowered to con- 
sult counsel at any time in connection with their duties. 


Section 3. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the tax col- 
lector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders countersigned 
by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 4. Any persons indebted to the town for poll taxes or other- 
wise shall have such debt deducted before payment by the treasurer from 
any sum due him from the town for work on roads or for any other serv- 
ice performed. 


Section.5. On all town work for the performance of which com- 
petitive bids are received, the award of the contract shall be to the lowest 
responsible and eligible bidder and the awarding authority shall reserve 
the right to reject any and all bids and to waive any informality in a bid 
if it be in the public interest to do so; preference to be given to citizens 
when bids or bid conditions are nearly or substantially the same. 

(1956 Annual 2) 


Section 6. All bids for advertised contracts of the town shall be re- 
turnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time and shall be publicly 
opened and read by one of the selectmen at that time. 


(Note: See also By-Law 11 as to Town Contracts) 
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SHELLFISH REGULATIONS 


1. No Person shall take shellfish from the foreshores, flats and tidal 
waters of the Town of Falmouth for commercial purposes or for family 
use without a permit therefor, prescribing the time, quantity and method 
of taking the same, signed by at least two members of the Board of 
Selectmen. 


2. No Commercial Shellfish permit shall be granted to any person 
who has not resided in the Town for at least six months immediately 
preceding his application for such a permit. 


3, No Shellfish shall be taken on Sunday for commercial purposes. 


4. No Shellfish shall be taken in the night time; that is, from one 
hour after sunset to one hour before sunrise. 


5. No Clams or Quahaugs shall be taken measuring less than two 
inches in greatest diameter nor Oysters measuring less than three inches 
in length. No Oysters to be taken in the following months: May, June, 
July or August, by either Commercial or Family Permit holders. 


6. Shellfish shall be taken only by hand, rake, hoe, plunger and 
tongs excepting Scallops, which may be taken by dredging, but no dredg- 
ing shall be allowed in inner harbors. 


7. Excepting in the night time and excepting from areas closed to 
Shelifishing by order of the Board of Selectmen, any inhabitant of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts or summer resident of the Town of 
Falmouth may take, with a permit one ten-quart bucket of clams, in- 
cluding shells, per week, one peck of Quahaugs, including shells per day 
but not more than % bushel in any one week, one peck of Oysters in- 
cluding shells per day but not more than % bushel in any one week. 
Between October Ist and the following March 31st, both dates inclusive, 
% bushel of adult Scallops, including shells per day, but not more than 
one bushel in any one week. No Scallops to be taken between April 
lst and September 30th, both dates inclusive. For the purpose of this 
regulation an adult scallop is defined as one having a well defined varied 
annual growth ring. This permit shall not allow the taking of Shellfish 
of a size or at a season prohibited by law and the amount therefor taken 
for any family shall not exceed in any one week, one bushel of any or 
all kinds of Shellfish. (Par. 5, Sec. 52 of Chap. 130 of the General Laws.) 


8. The holder of a commercial Shellfish permit may take the fol- 
lowing amounts and species of Shellfish: 


Quahaugs: Not more than four bushels, including shells, per day. 


Scallops: Between October Ist and the following March 31st, both 
dates inclusive, not more than ten bushels, including shells, per day. 


There shall be no soft-shell Clams or Oysters taken under the pro- 
visions of a commercial permit from the waters or flats of the Town of 
Falmouth. 


9. Fees charged for Shellfish permits in the Town of Falmouth 
shall be as follows:

Non-Resident fee to be established by the Board 
of Selectmen. 
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All Persons holders of either Family or Commercial Permits will 
display their shellfish catch upon the request of the Shellfish Warden or 
any Deputy Warden. 


10. No fee paid for a Shellfish permit shall be abated, nor shall any 
permit be issued without payment of the fee for the same, excepting 
to persons receiving aid from the Department of Public Welfare, Bureau 
of Old Age Assistance or Soldier’s Relief, or to those who, in the opinion 
of the Selectmen, by reason of physical disability, are unable to make 
full use of the permit. 


11. Any holder of a shellfish permit, who violates any provision of 
these regulations or of the laws relative to the taking of Shellfish, shall 
forfeit his permit and shall be barred from obtaining any shellfish per- 
mit for a period of not less than six months nor more than one year 
from the date of such violation, at the discretion of the Board of Select- 
men. 


12. All Shellfish regulations heretofore adopted which are incon- 
sistent with the foregoing regulations are hereby repealed. 


13. The foregoing regulations shall take effect, after publication as 
required by law, as of April 1, 1954. 


Warning: Violation of any part of these regulations shall be punish- 
able by a fine not to exceed $20.00.
